this measure or the power of the board. This 
is what the law says as to penalties: 

Any person who shall willfully or through 
culpable negligence violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act or any rule promulgated in 
accordance with the provisions thereof, shall 
be guilty of a miedemeanor and shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine of not 
less thun $50 and not exceeding 581,000, or 
by imprisonment in the county jai! for a term 
not exceeding six months, or both such fine 
and imprisonmentin the discretion of the 
court. . 

Views of President Clark. 

President Clark, who had been East on a 
short vacation, got home yesterday. He ex- 
pressed the opinion of the board on all the 
points at question as follows: 

„Several points may arise that will require 
test cases to determine whether we have 
jurisdiction. The only thing to do in such 
friendiy conflicts of opinion is to allow the 
courts to pass on the point in controversy. A 
court decision will forever settle the matter. 
We feel we have jurisdiction over the em- 
ployés of the Board of Education. As to the 
Electioa Commissioners’ employés, we have 
not given so much attention, but if it is 
not the intention of the law that we have con- 
trol of the selection of the men and women 
who are to fill the places under these boards 
we do not want it. We have as much as we 
can attend to for tne present at least,. As to 
the question raised in reference to the em- 
ployés of the Boari of Education, who: are 
over 45 years of age, there is a misunder- 
standing. The point is made that, as the 
Board of Education is required to appoint its 
employés each year the men and women over 
45 years of age would not be eligible 
for an examination when their present 
terms of office expire. If the civil service law 
applies to these employés then their places 
are permanent. The law provides that those

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REBELS TAKE A FORT. 


NOTABLE TRIUMPH OF GEN. SAN. 
OHEZ'S MEN AT TAGUASOO, 


After Three Days’ Fighting They Capture 
the Garrison, Losing Twenty-two Killed 
and Wounded=Magnanimity Toward a 
Spanish .Lieutenant—Gunboats Busily 
Engaged with the Forces of the Revolt- 
ers at Mata—Another Expedition Leaves 
for the Island from the Florida Coast. 

Havana, Aug. 24.—Gen. Serafin Sanchez, 
commandinga force of 1,400 insurgents, re- 
cently besieged «Taguasco, east of Santi 

Espiritus, a fort commanded by a Lieutenant 

who had only twenty members of the civil 

guard to assist him in the defense, The gar- 


rison made a heroic effert to resist the force. 


of the insurgents. For three days they were 
successful, but the scarcity of the ammuni- 
tion finally allowed the revolutionists to set 
fire to the fort. The garrison defending 
the fortification was obliged to sur- 
render, but the Lieutenant in command 
wus not willing to deliver his sword to the 
other insurgent officers in charge of the in- 
vesting forces. He said he would prefer to 
die and that he would only surrender his 
sword to Gen. Sanchez. 

Gen. Sanchez refused to accept the sword, 
stating a man of valor like the Lieutenant 
ought not to be humiliated. The insurgents 
lost seven killed and fifteen wounded, 

All expeditions confirm the report of the 
recent engagement at Indalcio, but it is 
claimed Col. Mola, who was marching to the 
aid of the troops of Gen. Sanchez, lost only 
one killed and one wounded.

ONE BULL DISPATOHED AT THE 
- OBIPPLE. OREEK FIGHT. 


‘Exhibition Bratal Enough to Set the 
Thousands Present Wild—First Fight 
Resulted in a Clean Death Blow, but 
the Second Bull Escaped and Was Shot 
by a Deputy Sheriff—Weak Threat by 
the Governor to Step the Fight Met 
with Contempt. ; He 

Cripple Creek, Colo., Aug. 24.— [Special.] 
In the arena of the vast skeleton-like am- 
phitheater at Gillett this afternoon was given 
the first bull fight ever cartied out on Amer- 
ican soil, down to the death and hauling away 
of the bull, 

The grand symphony was eurtailed some. 
what in its movements and its cruelties. 
Twenty-one minutes after the bull entered 
the ring he feil over heavily from a sword 
thrust in the top of the neck just back of the 
head, which severed the verteb:2. 

Capt. Chehe,and the charming Chivella, 
famed in Old Mexico bull-fights, were the 


principals, Arizona Charley was there, a& 


were also three capadores, who fight with 
red cloak and the banderillos, who threw 


sharp spears into the neck; and the picadores, 


who fight on horseback, with spears. 

And the bull was also there and met his 
death in the heroic fashion that has charac- 
terized the bull-fights of Spain for centuries 


past. 

The bull-pen is 200 feet in diameter, cir- 
cular in form and strongly barricaded, and 
surmounting the whole is an immense am- 
phitheater seating from 8,000 to 10,000 
people. This was the case at Gillette. At 
the side entrance a bull was admitted and 
plunged madly into thering. He was met by 
the pleadores on horses and goaded to des- 
peration with the spears.

examinations will be held for admission to 
the lowest grades and vacancies in higher 
grades will be filled by promotion, Our first 
duty will be to receive applications, and this 
work will commence Monday. I judge from 
the demand for the rules that a large number 
will make application. Then these applica- 
tions will be classified and we will then ar- 
range for examinations. We may insert ad- 
vertisements for examinations Tuesday. The 
advertisements must be published two 
weeks in advance of the examina- 
tions. We willy srrange examinations for 
all the departments just as fast as we can. A 
board of examiners will be appointed and 
some of the examiners will be taken from 
the city’s service and sotne outside. It is our 
intention to get our lists of eligibles ready as 
soon as possible. Then when there are vacan- 
eien we will make promotions and fill the 
lower grades. 

‘*The main reason why we established the 
age limit at 45 yeurs is because we believe a 
man over 45 would not, find it to the best 
interests of himself. or of the city to 
enter the service at the lowest grades. 
As to the power of removal the Mayor has 
the right to remove any man who is in the 
service when the system goes into effect 
without cause, but the vacancy, thus created 
must be taken from our list of eligibles. He 
has not the right, however, to remove a man 
who has been put on aiter an examination 
except for cause and the board can inquire 
into the cause.“

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DR. GEORGE K. DYAS PASSES AWAY. 
His Death May ‘Have Been Hastened by 
Grief at His Father's Demise. 


Dr. George K. Dyas died yesterday morn- 
ing at 2:30 o’clock at his residence, No, 
4113 Grand boulevard. 

Peritonitis caused his death. He had suf. 
fered from it for six months, and an opera- 
tion was performed Thursday afternoon 
which, however, failed to re.ieve him, al- 
though it prolonged his life a few hours. 

Dr. Dyas’ father, William G. Dyas, was run 
over and killed by a train at Park Manor last 
February and at that time the son was much 
depressed over his father’s death. is pos- 
sib'y hastened his end. 

Dr. George K. Dyas was born in the County 
of Kildare, Ireland, in 1837. His general 
education was received at the University of 
Cork. When he was 17 years old he came

there he went to Texas, where he taught 
school for several years. 

When the war broke out he went into the 
army, on the Confederate side, as a private. 
Before it was over he was made a Lieutenant. 
When peace was declared he went to New Or- 
leans and there studied medicine for several 
years. He then came to Chicago and entered 


the Chicago Medical College. After finishing 


the course he became house physician of the 
County Hospital, and afterwards held the 
same position in the Mercy Hospital. When

The second bull fight of the afternoon was 
not carried out to the death of the bull, part- 
ly owiag to official interference and partly to 
a desire to save the animal. 

‘The bull had been gored unmercifully by 
the sharp,pikes in the hands of the piccadores, 
and there were imbed ded bigh up in his right 
shoulder two banderilios, sent firmly into the 
flesh by the hands of a handsome Mexican 
woman on horseback. Her skill and daring 
grace won much admiration as she shot the 
maddened animal. 

Swordsmen were waiting to begin the final 
scene, but he bull was released from the 
arena and shot by a Deputy Sheriff. 

When the second fight was near comple- 
tion, Sheriff Bowers and his deputies arrived 
and placed under arrest Joseph Wolf, the 
chief promoter of the fight, and all the par- 
ticipants in the fight, on a charge of cruelty 
to animals, and the fight was stopped. The 
parties arrested promptly paid the fine im- 
posed, and the same difficulty will be en- 
countered in the course of the morrow’s 
sport. Adjutant-General Moses, who is pres- 
ent, says the power of the militia is to be 
summoned to stop the bull-fight, but it is not 
thought the State authorities will be on hand 
in time to interfere. 

For three weeks the Governor has been im- 
portuned by the Humane Societies of the 
country not to allow the brutal exhibition. 
Gov. McIntyre has insisted’ that the entire 
performance would be a fake; that there 
would be no fight, and that the tournament 
was billed for the purpose of drawing money 
from the public. 4 

Five thousand miners were reported ready 
to make a forcible resistance and Sheriff 
Bowers of El Paso County was said to have 
expressed his consent.

TALE OF THE TRAGIC DEATH OF GRAWN 


Insane Swede Insists on Throwing Himself 
Beneath Moving Trains. 


The facts concerning the tragic death of 
Loretz Grawn, who diedin St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital Friday as the result of injuries received 
by throwing himself undera Michigan Cen- 
tral train at the foot of Monroe street Thurs- 
day morning, came out when Deputy Coroner 
Corbett held the inquest yesterday afternoon. 

The man was insane as the resuit of over- 
indulgence in strong drink, it is believed, At 
the inquest Locomotive Engineer Baxter of 
the Michigan Central railroad said he was run- 
ning his locomotive slowly northward early 
Thursday morning. Near the Van Buren 
street viaducta man spraug out from the 
shadow of the structure. The man was in 
his shirt sleeves and hatiess and was shouting 
at the top of his voice. Engineer Baxter ap- 
plied the brakes, but before the locomotive 
was stopped the man ran up and struck the 
cylinder with his head, falling backward into 
the ditch. He sprang to his feet in an instant 
— rushing at the locomotive, bounded into 


cab, 

„J was frightened at the man’s actions,“ 
said Engineer Baxter, and asked him what 
he wanted.” 

They are coming; keep them off me,” the 
man shouted, waving his arms. “I saw he 
was crazy and trie 1 to sooth him. He begged 
me and the fireman to kill him. Lou came 
near killing yourself just now,“ I said to him. 
„That's what I want,“ he yélled; I want to 
be killed.’ Then I sent the fireman for the 
yard watchman and hetook the man away 
from the engine.“ ' 

Night Watchman William Hurley of the 
Michigan Central continued the narrative. 
“TI took the man up to Michigan avenue,“ 
he said, “and told him to go home, Fif- 
teen minutes later I heard some one 
yelling and, looking up, I saw the man 1 had 
taken out of the locomotive running toward 
the tracks like a sprinter. He screamed and 
yelled at every jump. There was a train 
south-bound composed of freight cars and 
the lunatic was making for this like a whirl- 
wind, It was — for me to intercept 
him. He threw himself between two freight 
cars anda number of cars sed over him. 
When I led him away from locomotive I 
could see he had been drinking and I believe 
he was suffering from thé effects of liquor. 

The First Precinct patrol wagon was 
called, The injuted man, who was suffering 
from a crushed leg and interna! injuries, was 
still conscious, and in res to inquiries 
made by Policeman Frank 8 said: 

My name is Loretz Grawn, I am 26 years 
old, was born in Sweden, dnd my home is in 

noke, Va.“ 

Then the man became delirious and shouted

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OUSING ITS OPPONENT. 


Senator Quay Says That Nothing but the 
Corruption of His Delegates Can Secure 
His Defeat, While His Adversaries Aver 
That He Is Endeavoring to Bay Their 
VoteseHarrisburg Already Filled with 
Representatives of the Conflicting In- 
terests. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 24.—[(Special.]—Un- 
less all signs fail there is gomg to be a lively 
fight in the Republican State convention that 
meets here next Wednesday. 

The rupture between Gov. Hastings, who 
wants Bank Examiner Gilkeson reélected 
Chairman of the State committee, and Sena- 
tor Quay, who wants to be Chairman himeelf, 
grows wider and wider. It is hardly to be 
supposed that auything can patch up a peacc 
now. Both sides claim to have a sufficient 
majority of the delegates to control the con- 
vention, the Quay people claiming 156 and 
the Hastings people 154, but as there are 
only 289 delegates in the convention some- 
body is going to be fooled. Both sides are 


emphatic in their declarations that they are 


going to win. 

“ How is the situation!“ Senater Quay was 
asked this ewening. 

“Tam going to win,“ answered the Sena- 
tor. I have them licked now and have them 
properly trimmed. They are now trying to 
buy my delegates and I have instructed my 
friends all over the State to watch for dele. 
gate buyers and prosecute them, They tried 
to take my delegates in Philadelphia and act- 
ually counted them out, but we will make a 
contest that will force them to give us our 
delegates. 

Senator Quay is greatly concerned over the 
meeting of the State committee called next 
Monday afternoon. Chairman Gilkeson, 
who has the making up of the convention 
roll, refused to call a meeting of the com mit- 
tee to attend to the matter, but the commit- 
tee will meet without him and make up a 
roll and present it to the convention when it 
meets. This will precipitate a fight from the 
start, but the old man, as Quay is called, 
says he is ready to fight from the fall ot tne 
gavel. 

Quay Is a Delegate, 

Senator Quay will be a delegate in the con- 
vention, as well as Gov. Hastings. 

The fight of the Hastings peopie for Gilke- 
son has practically been directed by Attorney- 


‘General McCormick, and when requested to 


give the administration side of affairs he 
said: ‘* The elections are over with the Le- 
3 County convention of today, and there 
will be a clean majority for B. b. Gilkeson 
for Chairman of the State committee. We 
are entirely confident regarding the result. 
Our friends need take no alarm at the extrav- 
agant boasts of the Quay people. They cannot 
count a majority in tne convention and they 
are fully aware of it. 

“Our delegates-are not for sale, and any 
attempt to corrupt will be summarily dealt 
with. We are fully. advised of the efforts 
being made in that direction, notably in Phila- 
deiphia, The roll of delegates wiil be made 
with absolute fairness, and will be announced 
by Cnairman Gilkeson in the newspapers of 
the State next Monday morning. re has 
been no disposition at any time to elect 
Chairman Gilkeson by unfair means or to 
put any delegate upon the roll who has not 
the credentials of the party organization of 
the county from which he comes. 

The talk about the meeting of the State 
committee to compel Chairman Gilkeson to 
be fair is unwarranted and an insult to the 
well-known integrity of thatgentleman. Not 
only is there no disposition to treat Senator 
Quay unfairly, but the necessity does not ex- 
ist.

“I feel the inspection has not gone far 
enough to make any sweeping statements. 
But the quality and quantity of food ex- 
amined are in accordance with what I er- 
pected from the general condition of the 
patients whom I have examined. All of. the 
patients are remarkably well nourished 
in good condition, considering their retro- 
grading maladies. The food is for the most part 
substantial and nutritious. There are many 
things which need changing, and we hope to 
suggest many improvements when the com- 
mittee has finished its work. I find here, as 
in all of the other departments, that there is 
lack of system and t there is insufficient 
help. The filthy condition of the kitchen I 
want to condemn as unsanitary and entirely 
neediess, There is no reason in a great insti- 
tution like Dunning, where over 1.200 pa- 
tients are fed, that the kitchen should not be 
run on a scientific and systematic basis. The 
copper kettles and coffee tea urns should 
be kept shining. The floors, instead of being 
covered with slush, should be rea clean. 
There should be screensin the windows to 
keep out the flies. If there is not help enough 
— 5 should be sworn in to do duty in the 

chen.“ 


Mrs. Flower Less Optimistic. 


Mrs. Flower was inclined to take a less op- 
timistic view of the situation than Dr, Hunt. 

The evil effects of changing employés so 
often are everywhere evident, she said. It 
is next to impossible to get any tangible in- 
formation anywhere, because all of the em- 
ployées are new. ydo not understand 
the workings of their departments, and they 
make their recent entrance an excuse for 
their ignorance. In the general store there 
seems to be no thorough system of book- 
keeping, so that it would be an endless task 
almost to get at the actual quantity of food 
and supplies received and given out. There 


| ought to be a book for the housekeeper and 


one for the kitchen, so that the things given 
out could be checked off. Everything goes 
into the storekeeper’s general book and isa 
hopeless mixture. 

The tea and milk I find of good quality, 
such as I have tested today. bread also 
is good. But the meat for the patients is of 
a poor quality. The pieces portioned off to 
patients are known as ‘chuck’ and flats.“ 
These flats piled in baskets are of the thin- 
nest portions, I should say, of thin beef. 
There is supposedly a streak of fat and a 
streak of lean, but in reality a streak of dry, 
leathery tissue and a gristly substance. No 
provision seems to be made for hospital pa- 
tients. And the only really edible meat ex- 
amined seemed to be that provided for the 
em ployés. 

“The rice, oatmeal, and the cereais on 
hand and which I examined were of a poor, 
cheap quality. The rice was mixed with black 
husks.and the oatmeal was crawling with bugs, 
and with the filthy condition of the kitchen 
utensils, it is a wonder that some of tne in- 
mates have not died of biood poisoning. 

J find that the milk and sugar are poured 
into the tea in the boiler where it is made, and 
the next batch made again in the same 
boiler. The head cook seems to have no 
dietary and no bill of fare or guide to go by 
for the variation of meals. The dinner de- 
pas on the pleasure of the butcher. If he 

as a big atock of pork, why it is pork. But 
it is oftener corned beef than anything else.“ 


How the Investigators Worked. 


The first place entered by the committee 
was the general steam kitchen. The floortis 
made of tiling and the grease, dirt, and water 
spilled had been worked up into a mixture 
resemolmg pitch. Six men, patients as as- 
sistants, stood at a big vat carving the 
flesh off shoulders of salt pork. There 
were no screens in the windows and the 
flies were so thick that occasionally some 
man, driven to desperation, made a mad stab 
at them with his carving knife. 

The women of the committee were obliged 
to lift their skirts as they proceeded, to keep 
them out of the filth on the floor, which deep- 
ened as they passed along from one great 
table to another. 

At one table a number of men were mash- 
ing potatoes and others were lifting ladles of 
beets from a great steaming kettle, Different 
members of the committee tasted the various 
articles of food as they parsed along, although 
they did not look as though they enjoyed it.

A number of 
women patients sat on the floor string 
ing ns. head cook was 
found in this room peeling apples. 
He is a colored man O. B. Moore, recently 
promoted from third assistant’s place. His 
knowledge of everything was vague. After 
numerous and various questions by each of 
the committee the task of getting any sys- 
tematic statement from him was abandoned. 
In a little stereroom off this kitchen were 
some cans of saimon, peas, pears, and other 
things. The cans looked aged, as though 
they were only dummies put ud for show. 

The meat shop was next visited. In the 
cold storage on the hooks were rows of 
“chucks,” shoulder pieces, a few hind quar- 
ters, and several pieces of mutton. Ina big 
vat in one corner corned beef was piled or 
strewn about in sections. The members of 
the committee went about poking their 
fingers into this piece and that. Mrs. Flower 
viewed criticaliy a row of tubs filled with 
flats cut in sections ready for Sunday din- 
ner. Beside these tubs for the patients stood 
others for the attendants filled with chops, 
choice steaks and roasts. 

The time in the general store was mostly 
taken up in trying to flud some lucid record 
of the supplies received and given out as 
Mr. Campbell, the 
storekeeper, had ouly been in charge since 
July, and was not any better posted than his 
books as to the affairs of the store. A long 
wrangie took place trying to find a record of 
the 1,200 pounds of butter said to be con- 
sumed weekly. Only two firkins of sixty 

unds each could be traced on the books. 
Finally bills from Armour & Co. were fer- 
reted out to make up a part of the deficit.

Charged With Smuggling Large Amount 
of Valuable Goods in Trunks. 

New York, Aug. 24.—{Special.]—When the 
big steamship Columbia of the Hamburg- 
American line labored into its dock in Ho- 
boken hundreds of happy faces peered over 
its taffrails into smiling faces on the pier 
below. Among them stood a tall, broad- 
shouldered, splendidly proportioned man. 
A brown Fedora hat was tossed back on his 
broad forehead and he wore a tight-fitting 
gray suit of fashionable cut. It was Henry 
Griesedieck, the millionaire brewer of St. 
Louis. 

At last the customs officers reached him. 
One of them held the millionaire’s declara- 
tian. It described Two valises, two trunks; 
nothing dutiable.“ Attached to it was the 
usual form of oath and the signature, Hen- 
ry Griesedieck.”’

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HERE TO LEARN. 


Declares Himself a Socialist and Says So-" 
clalism Is the Salvation of the World 
Independent Labor Party of England 
Has a Voting Power of Fifty Thousand, 
Much Smaller than the Membership= 
Agrees with John Burns Except on 
Question of Method=Coming to Chicago. 

New York, Aug. 24.—[Special.]—“I'm a 
Socialist through and through, that I am,” 
said Kier Hardie today, his keen gray eyes 
snapping as he spoke. ‘‘ Socialism, properly 
interpreted, is the salvation of the world: and, 
. you, the day is coming when it will pre- 
vail,” 

The English labor leader is good-looking 
and broad-shouldered, of medium height, 
with a face deeply bronzed. A silky, brown 
beard sweeps his chest and his hair is dar 
iron-gray. N 

Hardie’s dress is today thé same which 
created so much comment when he made his 
first appearanee in Parliament. A small 
gray cloth cap, en the back of his head, a 
gruy woolen jacket, full woolen knee 


breeches, and dark worsted stockings. His 


shoes were square-toed and low cut. He has 
a Scotch accent, but his words flow pleasant- 
ly. . 

Chicago is responsible for my visit to the 
United States,” said Mr. Hardie, for Iam 
here on the invitation of the labor people of 
Chizago to attend the Labor day.ceiebration 
there. During my Western trip, however, I 
shall deliver lectures on socialism in the lead- 
ing cities.”’ 

Have you any particular ideas that you 
will advance in Chicago!“ 

“None except that Ishall advocate the 
cause of labor and the principles of socialism 
as applied thereto. He continued, “I shall 
stay in this country for about three months. 
As President of the Independent Labor party 
of England I shall do my best to learn the 
methods of the Socialists here and see how 
far we can codperate with them.” 

What was the cause of your defeat in the 
last general election when jou lost your seat 
for West Southam?’ was asked. 

„My defeat was largely due to the Irish 
party vot against me, with a number of 
well-to-do Liberals, who preferred a Tory to 
a member of the Independent Labor party. 
The man who defeated me this time was the 
man I defeated at the last election. 

Asked as to the sudden change in sentiment 
which gave the Tory party the majority at the 
last election he said: ‘1 do not call it a sud- 
den change. It was brewing for some time. 
There was a growing feeling of irritation 
against myself on account of my unspering 
condemnation of the Liberal government. 
This condemnation was because of its neglect 
of labor questions, especially the condition of 
the unem ployed. 

“The Liberals were more bitter in their de- 
nunciations of the Labor party than the 
Tories. It may have been said that there was 
a leaning of the Tories to our party. This 
was not so. Their apparent sympathy was 
shown in order to defeat the Liberals, a re- 
sult, which, of course, I desired to see brought 
about. 

Have you any particular plans in your 
visit nere? 

Like Howells’ traveler in Altruria,“ he 
replied, 1 have come hereto learn. I have 
come to the conclusion that the labor move- 
ment is much the same ali over the world. It 
is very desirable to bring the labor movement 
into closer touch internationally. Thie was 
partly accomplished by the late international 
Socialist congress; but, with the exception of 
Engiand, all the other English-speaking coun. 
tries look with apathy on the international 
movement.”

“There was some talc of a leaning toward 
republicanism in England. Is that so?’ 

„No, itis not. The republican movement 
has gone back considerably d the last 
twenty years. Twenty years ago was a

CARRIES MEN AND ARMS TO CUBA. 


Unknown Steamer Sails from O¢klocknée . 
Bay with an Expedition, 
Cerrabelle, Fla., Aug. 24.—(Special.)]— 
Early yesterday m rumg a steamer sailed 
from Ocklocknee Bay, a point near here on 
the Gulf of Mexico, carrying a filibustering 
expedition to Cuba. The steamer appeared 
off the coast abouta week ago. the 
day it cruised about but at night anchored in 
Ocklocknee Bay. While at anchor boats 
loaded with boxes of arms came alongiide, 
and these boxes were transferred to the 
steamer, ; 
The arms were shipped to Carrabelle from 
New York. They were consigned to parties 
unknown here, out were quickly and secretly 
removed to a point on the Ocklocknee River 
and transported ia bords te the steamer. 
The vessel also carried a large number of 
men, These men have been arriving singly 
for several weeks. Some of them were Cuban 
cigarmakers from Tallahassee and Quiney, 
while others were Americans. They rendez- 
voused on the Ocklocknee River and were also 
transported in boats to the waiting steamer.

America Has the Best of the Alaskan 
Boundary Dispute. 

Washmgton, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special, ]— 
The country may rest at ease over the report 
that the United States is going to lose ground 
with Great Britain in adjusting the Alaskan 
boundary dispute. Theshoeis on the other 
foot. Gen. Duffield, the head of the United 
States Coast and Geodetic Survey, and Com- 
missioner Kmg of Canada, constitute the 
Alaskan Boundary Commission. The former 
said today: | . 

The real object of the Alaskan boundary 
dispute is the desire of the Britishers to locate 
within their own territory the rich and valua- 
ble gold mining district of the Yukon, If 
you draw a line on the map from Mount, St. 
Elias to the Arctic Ocean it will cross just 
about at ite center the Yukon River, Right 
in this neighborhood all the gold that 
comes from Alaska is mined. The min- 
mg regions are in what is called tne 
Forty Mile Creek district, The British conten- 
tion is that that district lies to the east of the 


141st meridian, and that, therefore, the gold : 


mines are in British Columbia. From a pre- 
liminary survey recently made by a party of 
United States coast and geodetic engineers, 
under the leadership of John McGrath, we 
are confident that the goid district is west of 
the 141st meridian and that it is exclusively 
in United States territory. 

Next summer we propose to complete the 
survey along the 141st meridian from Mount 
St. Elias to the Yukon River and thus estab- 
lish our contention that Uncie Sam owns the 
gold. Jh the moment that that is done you 
will find that Great Britain will lose all inter. 
est in the Alaskan boundary question, both at 
this point oh the Yukon River and as regards 
the southern section.”

ARE AGAINST 


VICEROYS FOREIGNERS. 


Leading Chinese Accused of Winking at 
the Recent Massacres. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 24.— The steam- 
ship Peru “arrived today from Yokohama, 
bringing the following advices to the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

Tokio, Japan—Few details of the massacre of 
missionaries at Ku Cheng have been gathered, 
but the available evidence is said to indicate 
that the crime was a natural development of a 
conspiracy organized by well-known viceroys 
against the body of foreign residents. The ro- 
sults of the movements were the outrages in 
Sao Chuan Province, instigated by the deposed 
Viceroy, Liu Ping Chang. The guilt of this offi- 
cial has been formally declared by his successor, 
the Viceroy Ly Chanlan, who urges that the 
originators of the riots be required to remain in 
Cheng Tu and make reparation for their evil deeds. 
This proposition has been approved by the court 
at Pekin and an imperial edict bas been issued 
commanding Lin Ping to settle the affair in ac- 
cordance with the judgment ‘soon to be pro- 
nounced by the investigating commission. 
Grave donbts, however, are expressed by for 
eign officials in China with regard to the central 
government's ability to enforce penalties upon 
high provincial authorities, even assuming that 
the penalties will be ordered in good faith. The 
supremacy of the Manchu rioters is by no means 
assured, and any attempt to satisfy the demands 
of Western powers at the expense of the Vice- 
Regent may endanger the stability of the throne. 

Extravagant reports of heavy fighting in For- 
mosa with serious disasters to the Japanese 
forces are published in several English local 
newspapers. Most of these extreme stateménts 
are derived from Chinese sources and are be- 
lieved to be entirely fictitious. The Japanese 
authorities do not, however, deny that the work 
of restoring order in the disturbed dis 
tricts is much more difficult than was expected. 
The Chinese leaders have not only distributed 
arms among their own countrymen, but have 
managed to inbame the savage hill tribes against 
the new-comers, with the result that Governor 
General Kabayama finds himself opposed by 
nearly the whele population of the island. The 
attempt to establish a civil system of control 
will be abandoned and military rule will speed- 
ily be enforced. The army of occupation will

GARBAGE BOXES ARE NEGLECTED, 


Board of Health Refers Complaints to 
Street Cleaning Department. 

Two congested garbage boxes are inviting 
disease in the rear of No. 4547 Greenwood 
avenue. Two years ago Charles A. Piercy, 
who lives at No. 4547, united with several 
neighbors who have since moved away, and 
employed a man for $4.50 per month to re- 
move the garbage in that immediate neigh- 
borhood. 

At that time the alley in which the garbage 
was deposited was too narrow to admit a 
garbage wagon.

RECORD OF MRS LOLA HAWKINS 
“SLOWLY COMING OUT. 


Married Three Times, Two Husbands Dead, 
Leaving Life Insurance, and One Living 
Apart from HereHer Sister, Mrs. 
Perkins, Accused of Murder, Stoutly 
Denies All Charges- Nothing Developed 
at the Coroner's Inquest—Des Moines 
Record of Both Women. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The case of Mre. Lora Perkins, charged with 
the murder of her sister, Mrs. Lola Hawkins, 
now promises to be fully as sensational as the 
famous Hayward case. 

The public interest was fully aroused today 
by avery strong and substantir! report to the 
effect that Mrs. Perkins and Mrs. Hawkins 
were not sisters at all, and itis claimed that 
Mrs, Perkins now admits this. 

It is claimed that Mrs. Hawkins has been 
married three times. Her first husband, it is 
alleged, was named Hughes, and he died. 
leaving considerable life insurance, but the 
insurance companies were so suspicious that 
they conducted an investigation. 

Her nest husband was a railroad man 
named W. E. Mulvahill, and itis understood 
that he refused to take out some life insur- 
ance, This led to a divorce. 

Mrs, Perkins was married to a printer, who 
died, leaving some life insurance, Then the 
two women came to Minneapolis, and Mrs. 
Mulvahill was married to Morton A. Hawkins 
of this city, who left her about a year ago. 

During their stay in thie city they have 
lived more or less ofa gay life. Mrs, Per- 
kins saysshe had Mrs. Hawkins take out so 
much insurance because she was working for 
the company and could make her com- 
missions. 

He says neither woman told him anything 
about their past life and he could not even 
tell where his wife was born. He did not 
know that she had taken out any life insur- 
ance, 

Des Moines, Ia,, Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Perkins and Mrs. Hawkins, who have 
come into notoriety in Minneapolis, are well 
remembered in this city. They lived here 
before going to the latter city. They dressed 
me Batata and were upon all occasions 
loud.“ 

Mrs, Hawkins’ husband in this city was 
W. E. Mulvahill. He was a clerk in the of. 
fice of W. R. Lucas of the Rock Island. 

Three years ago Mulvahill told his friends 
he feared his wile was not true to him. He 
was despondent and drank heavily, losing his 
position for this reason. Then his wife se- 
cured adivorce on the ground that he was 
a habitual drunkard. 

Before Mulvahill married the woman she 
was the wife of a mail agent, who died sud- 
denly. The officers are unable to give his 
name, but have written to Mulvahill, who is 
in Farmington on his father’s farm, and hope 
to secure hi- name. 

This man’s death was so sudden that ther 
was some gossip, but no examination was 
ever made, It is nowsuspected that there 
was something criminal connected with his 
sudden death and investigations have been 
instituted through correspondence with his 
relatives, 


LOESCHER TELLS HIS OWN STORY. 


Trying to Fix the Responsibility of the 
Denver Hotel Disaster. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 24.— [Special.] Dep- 
uty Sheriff Clark left for Antonio tonight to 
bring back the young engineer who is held re- 
sponsible for the fearful explosion at the 
Gumry Hotel. 

In this city the feeling against Loescher 
has subsided, and it is now generally aamit-. 
ted that the explosion was the direct result of 
the actioh of Peter Gumry, the dead pro- 
prietor, who turned on the water with the 
boiler at red heat. 

Loescher was so startled when arrested 
he could not make any statement whatever. 
He calmed down, and being assured he would 
be protected, repeated again that he was not 
to blame, 

According to his story be banked the fires 
and, looking at the gauge glass, noticed that 
the boilér was two-thirds full of water. Then 
he left the cellar. , 

He did not hear the explosion, he says, but 
he did hear the gorg of the Fire Vepartment, 
and following the sound was led back to the 
hotel. Hearing thata number of lives had 
been lost and noticing the excited condition 
of the crowd and the indignation over the af- 
fair, he left the scene of the disaster and went 
to the City Park. 

He did not, according to his story, leave 
Denver until day before yesterday. He 
stuted he was on his way to New Mexico or 
Arizona, he did not know which. His object 
was to get as far away as possible from the 
friends of the victims of the disaster, he 
being in mortal fear of violence from them. 

Antonito, Colo., Aug. 24.—[Special.}— 
Emil Loescher, the Gumry Hotei engineer, 
says the boiler wasin a bad condition, and 
about three months agoa boiler inspector 
came to the hotel and told Gumry if he did 
not take out the flues in ten days he would 
shut down the house. Gumry said ten days 
was not a reasoouble length of time to 
make repairs. Gumry then had a talk 
with somebody connected with the city hall, 
and co ing back into the boiler-room re. 
marked with a laugh, he had “fixed that fel- 
low’’ and that he would not bother him any 
more, 

Shortly after the inspector was discharged. 
Repairs wera subsequently made and the man 
who had the contract refused to restore the 
braces inside the boiler, saying that was not 
in the contract. The contractor did not even 
cut off the ends of the flues that were too 
long, but broke them off and hammered the 
ends down.

Fishermen Dig Up $20,000 on the Ohio 
River Near Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 24.— [Special. ]—John 
Cleghorn and Patrick Mears, two shanty boat- 
men, were recently towed bya steamer to 
the Kentucky shore of the Ohio several miles 
above Cincinnati. 

Last Monday morning the men went on 
shore dig a deau pot.”

Further digging revealed gold and silver 
coin to the amount of $60. Fearing the 
money might be counterfeit Mears visited 
Cincinnati and had the coins examined.

On Mears’ retura he found that his partner 
and all members of both families had taken 
shovels, scoops. pans, and all available im- 
plements and dug trenches in the sand in all 
directions, finally uncovering two ironbound 
wooden boxes which contained in ali over 
$20,000. 8 

The coins are all dated from 1825 to 1833, 
and it is not known that any ‘oats were 

wrecked near this point after those dates. 
The most plausible theory for the buried 
money is that the river pirates who infested 
the northern part of Ohio in the 30s were 
forced to flee, and going south buried their’ 
treasures on the way.

JUDGE GIBBONS’ OPINION ADVERSE 
TO THE HARLEM PEOPLE. 


Says Property Rights Are Involved and 
That No Betting or Bookmaking Can 
Be Allowed=Quotes Eminent Authori- 
ties for His Action- Different Construc- 
tion Placed Upon the Law by the Sec- 
retary of the Chicago Fair Grounds 
Association. 

Judge Gibbons gave a decision yesterday 
making permanent the temporary injunc- 
tion he granted Aug. 14 restraining the Chi- 
cago Fair Grounds Association from mak- 


ing books or bets on the races at the Har- 
lem track, 


The main contention of the defendants, 


that a court of chancery could not restrain 
the commission of a criminal! act except 
where property rights were involved, was 
get aside on the ground that the State in 
case on hearing came into court as a suitor 
and not as a sovereign, and that if the asso- 
ciation’s charter was a contract between the 
association and the State the State had such 
property right as would enable a court of 
equity to take jurisdiction, and having ac- 
quired jurisdiction it might enjoin such acts 
on the part of the defendants as amounted 
to an infraction of the law. 

Secretary Murphy maintains that the de- 
cision will not interfere with the reopening 
of the track tomorrow. Races will be run 
for purses, he says, and the patrons of the 
course will be prohibited from betting on 
the results. 


Substance of the Opinion. 


Following is the substance of J udge Gib- 
bons’ opinion: 


The People ex rel. Maurice P. Moloney, Attor- 
ney-General, vs. Chicago Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion. On Aug. 14, 1895, George Hunt and Mr. 
Stevens, members of the Chicago bar, applied in 
chambers for a preliminary injunction against 
the Chicago Fair Grounds Association, based upon 
an information’ in chancery signed by the Attor- 
ney-General. Relying upon representations 
made by Messrs. Hunt and Stevens I considered 
the emergency such as to demand immediate ac- 
tion, and accordingly granted the writ ex-parte, 
but afterward, on application of the defendant, I 
suspended its operation until a full hearing could 
be had. 

On motion of the defendant to quash the writ 
the power and jurisdiction of the court to grant an 
injunction are challenged chiefly upon the ground 
that chancery can interfere to prevent the com- 
mission of à criminal act or to abate a nuisance 
only in a case where property rights are involved. 
As against this contention it is asserted that while 
it is true that a private individual can only invoke 
the aid of chancery where he suffers a private in- 
jury or threatened wrong to his property, where 
there is no adequate remedy at law, a different 
rule applies when the State in its sovereign ca- 
pacity sets in motion the machinery of the law. 


He Gives His Authority. 


The origin and the growth of jurisdiction of the 
chancery court, like many other of our institu- 
tions, may be traced back to the Romans, but the 
office of Chancellor acquired little importance 
until Matilda, the first of the Plantagenets, ele- 
vated to that position one who endowed the office 
with a character and celebrity it has never lost— 
the celebrated and saintly Thomas a Becket. 

Frum the introduction of this court in England 
to the present time every attempt made by it to 
encroach upon the ancient and inalienable rights 
of the subject as established and enforced in the 
courts in accordance with the principles of the 
common law has heen resented and repelled by the 
English people and invalidated by the British Par- 
liament. 

Sir William Blackstone. in his commentaries on 
the laws of England, pays this high tribute to that 
branch of the law designed for the prevention of 
crime: And really.“ he says, it is an honor. 
and almost a singular one, to our English laws 
that they furnish a title of this sort, since pre- 
ventive justice is, upon every principle of reason, 
of hurmanity, and of sound policy, preferable in 
all respects to punishing justice. This preventive 
justice consists in obliging those persons whom 
there is a possible ground to suspect of future mis- 
behavior to stipulate with and to give full assur- 
ance to the public that such offense as is appre- 
hended shall not happen by finding pledges or se- 
curities for keeping the peace or for their good 


behavior.“

When Entitled to 

When private individuals suffer an injury quite 
distinct from that of the public in general, by con- 
sequence of a public nuisance, they are entitled 
to an injunction and relief in equity, which may 
thus compel the wrongdoer to refrain at once from 
his wrongdoing that inflicts injury upon the prop- 
erty of another. 5 

The public highway, the streets of cities, the 
navigable streams, the bays and harbors are the 
property of the public, and every citizen of the 
Commonwealth has in them a vested right of en- 
joyment and user, and it may be conceded that the 
Attorney-General on his own motion in behalf of 
the State may institute proceedings, by informa- 
tion in chancery, to prevent obstruction and to 
abate nuisances thereon, without showing special 
injury or damage, as would be necessary in the 
suit of a private individual. 

Thus far and no farther have courts ever gone, 
and the jurisdiction in such cases is based not 
upon the right of the sovereign as such, but upon 
the trust imposed upon the sovereign to conserve 
and protéct these properties for use and enjoyment 
by the people. 

It is contended that the State as the father of the 
people and guardian of the public morals may in- 
voke the aid of chancery to prevent those vices 
which corrupt and destroy the virtue and manhood 
of youth, bringing upon the whole community deg- 
radation and distress, but such is not the law. 
When King or Commonwealth invokes the aid of 
courts it is in a representative or trust capacity, 
as suitor and not as sovereign. 

It is true the rule prevails that King or sover- 
eign may sue the subject, and that the subject 
cannot sue the sovereign without his consent, but 
the reason for such rule is so patent to the pro- 
fession that discussion or explanation of its pur- 
pose would be needless. But it is said that Justice 
Brewer, in the Debs case, held that the sovereign 
may appeal to a court of chancery to prevent in- 
fractions of the law irrespective of any property 
rights involved. After discussing the property 
rights of the United States, upon which the case 
was already decided, he proceeds: 

We do not care to place our decision upon this 
ground alone. Every government, intrusted by the 
very terms of its being with powers and duties to 
be exercised and discharged for the general wel- 
fare, has a right to apply to its own courts for any 

proper assistance in the exercise of the one and 
the discharge of the other, and it is no sufficient 
answer to its appeal to one of these courts that it 
has no pecuniary interest in the matter. The ob- 
ligations which it is under to promote the inter- 
ests of all and to prevent the wrongdoing of one, 
resulting in injufy to the general welfare, is often 
of itself sufficient to give it a standing in court. 

Definition of Property Rights. 

The language of Justice Brewer may be con- 
strued in connection with the facts then before 
the court. By long and ancient usage every citi- 
zen of the United States was entitled. upon the 
payment or tender of the reasonable or customary 
charges, to be carried from place to place and 
from State to State over the great commercial 
highways of the Nation; was entitled to transact 
business with persons residing in every town and 
hamlet of the Republic through the medium of the 
postal service of the government. These privi- 
leges, #0 long and universally exercised under 


| legal protection and judicial sanction, involying, 


as they do, so much of the industrial and com- 
mercial interests of the people, have grown inio 
valuable property rights which each and every 
citizen should be permitted to avail himself of 
and enjoy without let or hindrance. These rights 
are akin to the right of the citizen to the free and 
unobstructed use and enjoyment in a lawfyl and 
customary manner of the King’s highway. Even 
if the decision of the Debs case was based upon 
these considerations, which it is not, it would be 
no departure from established principles of equit- 
able jurisprudence as applied to cases where the

Railway Racing, 


Universal interest has been aroused in 
the last fortnight by the prolonged race be- 
tween the two chief Northern railway lines 
for a record run between London and Aber- 
deen. The competition between the east 
and west coast routes to this point gave rise 
to a great struggle in 1888, but the opening 
of the Forth bridge has much al- 
tered the conditions, and this new 
fight has produced some extraordinary 
results. The eust coast has some advaatage 
in point of distance, but much heavier gradi- 
ents and a rougher country, so that finaily it 
had to give in to the rival west coast route, 
which had ultimately performed the feat of 
carrying a regular passenger train of four 
coaches for 540 miles at an aver- 
age speed of 633¢ miles {an hour. 
Over one stretch of 62 miles this 
side of Carlisle the speed averaged seventy- 
four miles. This achievement has filled the 
east coast with awe, and by mutual consent 
the contest has been abandoned.

The House of Commons this week has been 
mainly occupied with discussions of foreign 
matters, chiefly points relating to Egypt, 
Siam, and Armenia, durmg which Henry M. 
Stanley, the African explorer and formerly a 
New York reporter, now member of the 
North Lambeth Division of London in the 
Unionist interest, made his maiden speech in 
the House. Mr. Stanley rose to this effort of 
his life during a diecussion of the Egyptian 
question, and he strongly demanded the 
propositions looking to an evacuation of 
Egyptian territory by the British troops. His 
first effort in Parliament was equal to his 
reputation, and, contrary to the general 
usage on the occasion of maiden 
speeches, there was nearly a full house or 
about as full as it could be, considering the 
deserted condition of London. . The members 
present listened to the new member’s re- 
marks with rapt attention. Mr. Stanley was 
attired in a well-fitting, light gray frock coat. 
His utterance wgs rather thick, but he spoke 
rapidly and to the point. The explorer, it 
was noticed, was much hurt when Mr. James 
Barker Smith, Unionist member of the Pat- 
rick division of Lanarkshire, who spoke on the 
same subject later in the day, intimated that 
Mr. Stanley was trading on his reputation as 
an explorer of Africa. The latter subse- 
quently warmly repudiated this assertion. 


Amusing Incidents.

When the Malagasy Campaign Is Ended 
the Ex-Consul Will Be Liberated—Sur- 
prise Is Expressed, However, That the 
United States Has Been So Patient 
Touching the Case- How Bimetallists 
View Balfour's Recent Speech—Great 
Interest in the Coming Yacht Race.

World. |—The Waller case is attracting notice 

in Parliamentary circles here, though the En- 

glish authorities on international law decline 
to give any opinions for publication on the 
question of acute conflict between two friend- 


ly powers. 

In the course of conversation in the lobby 
of the House of Commons last night with 
some leading members of Parliament it was 
found that general surprise was expressed 
that diplomatic action by the United States 
had been deferred until now. In the Waller 
transaction the whole trial and sentence were 
emuggied through in a fashion sufficient to 
provoke a protest on that ground alone. 

The view prevails in diplomatic circles in 
London that though France may resist the 
demana for immediate release Waller will, in 
any event, be liberated when the Malagasy 
cam paign is concluded, 

A correspondent whe inquired at the 
American Embassy today was informed that 
Ambassador Eustis was away, but ascertained 
that the Waller negotiations were progressing 
favorably. The French Government ac- 
corded permission to see Waller, and Ambas- 
sador Eustis started immediately for Clair- 
vaux, accompanied by the legal adviser of the 
embassy. Though formeriy inclined to 
doubt the good faith of the French authori- 
ties the embassy is now convinced of their 
honesty, The evidence in the Waller trial has 
not yet reached Paris. The question of in- 
demnity bas not yet been raised. Waller is 
treated as a political prisoner at Clairvaux. 

Balfour and the Silver Question. 


Inquiries among prominent members of 
the British bimetallic league elicited the in- 
formation, that Mr. Balfour’s expressed dis- 
approval of promoting an international 
monetary conference at the present moment 
is in accordance with their sentiments. They 
say there are many preliminary points to be 
settled before the conference can be sum- 
moned with any hope of a fruitful result. 
These points are already forming the subject 
of negotiation between Lord Salisbury and 
the German Government and the hope of the 
bimetallists is that before the project for a 
conference is laid before the other powers, 
England, Germany, and the United States 
may have agreed upon action within certain 
lines. Not alone has the Salisbury govern- 
ment got an incentive to make a ‘strenuous 
attempt to deal with the silver question, fur- 
nished by ¢he fact that nine Ministers, nearly 
half the Cabinet, are bimetaliists. but the 
Tory agents in Lancashire, where the Tories 
made their greatest at La 3 
election, write declaring ad v 
—— mainly eo. 

3. bimetallic leaders believe thas some 
considerable time will elapse before anything 
definite issues from Salisbury’s diplomatic 
action, but are séemingly confident that an 
international conference, attended with some 
measure of success, is certain before the close 
of the present Cabinet’s tenure of office. 


Interest in the Yacht Race. 


The coming race for the America’s cup is 
attracting much attention. All Britain is 
agog. Many remarks in scorn of the United 
States are heard, and the yachteman is the 
most bitter critic of all. The repeated mis- 
haps of the Defender are also much com- 
mented upon in yachting circles, the tone of 
many of these illusions indicating a desire to 
convey the suspicion that these incidents are 
not explicable on the ground of pure acci- 
dent. 

The anticipatory insinuation that the 
races are being rushed to favor the Defender 
are certain to provide a convenient explana- 
tion should the Valkyrie be defeated. But 
though yachting experts here avoided com- 
mitting themselves publicly to any definite 
opinion, it is unquestionable that the utmost 
confidence prevails among Lord Dunraven’s 
friends that the Valkyrie is the faster boat, 
and there will be a bitter surprise and disap- 
poiptment it she fails to recover the trophy.

The 
panel was subscribed for by American ad- 
mirers of the poet and is the handiwork of 
George Bissell of New York and represents the 
parting of Burns and Highland Mary.“ The 
ceremony took place in the presence of 
a large crowd of people, the Town 
Council, and members of the Burns club, Mr. 
Bruce made a specch, during the course of 
which he said he experienced great delight at 
standing there, a connecting link between 
the lovers of Burns in the United States and 
Scotland.“

The need 
of communication with him by personal 
message perhaps explains the press reports 
that Commander Newell of the Detroit had 
gone to Kutien to see him, of which, however, 
the State Department has no confirmation. 

The telegrams from Shanghai and Hong 
kong are to be taken with some allowance by 
reason of the apparent disposition in those 
quarters to work upa prejudice against the 
diplomatic and naval representation of the 
United States in China and dependence upon 
such reports might be more likely to compli- 
cate and defeat than helpfully aid the gov- 
ernmentin carrying out its practical purpose.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—Mr. Denby 
reports that on July 7 the Rev. D. Z. Shef- 
field, an old and highly respected American 
missionary residing at Tung Chow, a city 
about thirteen miles from Pekin, was at- 
tacked by a crazy carpenter and his brother 
and was severely cut witha knife, The two 
criminals were immediately arrested and are 
now in prison awaiting their trial. Denby 
adds that the matter will create a great stir 
in China, but it is absolutely without foreign 
political significance,”

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‘DEATH IN A LETTER. 


INFERNAL MAOHINE SENT TO BARON 
ROTHSOHILD AT PARIS 


Explodes in the Hands of His Private Beo- 
retary While It Is Being Opened—His 
Eyes Blown Out and Fingers Torn Off 
Machine Made to Resemble a Pack- 
age of Money=Left at the Bank and 
Was Not Sent Through the Mails—Be- 
lieved to Be Anarchists’ Work. 


Paris, Aug. 24.—A serious attempt has 
been made upon the life of Baron Alphonse 
de Rothschild, A large and heavy envelope 
was received at the bank today, addressed to 
the Baron, and was opened by M. Zadkovitz, 
the confidential clerk of the well-known 
banker, 

Just as the clerk opened the envelope it ex- 
‘ploded with great force, tearing his right eye 
out and blowing off some of his fingers. The 
police were hastily summoned and an in- 
vestigation was immediately commenced. 

The remains of the strange envelope were 
picked up and examined with the result that 
the police ofhcers expressed the opinion that 
the envelope was nothing more than an in- 
fernal machine. 

It consisted of pieces of cardboard tightly 
bound together and was quite bulky. But 
there was nothing strange in its appearance, 
as peculiarly-constructed packages of similar 
appearance are frequently received at banks 
and are found to contain money or securities 
or valuable papers of various descriptions. 

The cardboard envelope of this package, it 
is presumed, contained fulminate of mercury 
so arranged that when the outer covering 
was torn open an explosion occurred. ‘ 

The police express surprise at the fact that 
the package did not explode when it was 
stamped in the postoffice, and they are there. 
fore inclined to believe that it is possible that 
it did not pass through the postoffice at all, 
but was slipped into the bank by the person 
or persons connected with the plot and was 
so disguised as to give it all the appearance 
of having been properly mailed. The detect- 
tives are working upon this theory, although 
several other clews are being followed. 

Upon one point the police seem to be unan- 
imous, and thatis that the outrage is the 
work of Anurchists. The bank itself was not 
damaged, and very little damage was done to 
the private office in which the explosion oc- 
curred, 

The attention of M. Zadkovitz, the private 
clerk of Baron Rothschild, was directed es- 
pecially to this letter because of the bulk of 
the package and the number of seals used. 

He first laid it to one side, thinking it to be 
a legal document of considerable importance 
and planning to open it when he had com- 
pleted the reading of the daily mail. 

When he inserted his penknife into the 
cover of the package he found that the edge 
of the knife caught upon something, since 
ascertained to be a string concealed in the 
envelope. 

The act of cutting this string exploded a 
cap which ignited the fulminate of mercury. 
The police are of the opinion that the con- 
struction of the infernal machine and the ma- 
terial employed resemble in many respects 
those sent to the French Deputies in 1891 
in boxes made to appear like packages of 
books. 

The police are using every effort to discover 
where the letter received at the bank today 
was posted.

neither of those classes. It cannot be that 
the legal definition of individual liberty in 
the United States will prove to be one which 
the courts of England and France would de- 
clare to be an odious slavery. 


DOCTORS AND NATIONAL LYRICS. 

Dr. Thomas Dunn English, though for 
many years a member of Congress, is almost 
exclusively known to the people of this coun- 
try by his long ago apostrophe to Benjamin 
Bolt, asking him the unnecessary question 
whether he remembered a young woman 
with brown hair going by the name of 
“Sweet Alice.” As the young woman 80 
called was in the habit of weeping with de- 
light whenever Benjamin gave her a smile 
and anon of trembling with fear when he 
frowned at her, it goes without saying that 
he could not have forgotten such an ex- 
traordinary young creature. Cases of this 
kind among young women are 80 excep- 
tional that Sweet Alice’ must be consid- 
ered a freak of nature evolved purély from 
Dr. English’s imagination. He certainly 
never met that kind of a creature in New 
Jersey, or at any of the watering places or 
mountain resorts. Neither the old nor the 
new young woman is constructed after the 
fashion of Sweet Alice.“ If they were it 
would be a temptation to the Benjamin 
Bolts to keep smiling and frowning at them 
for the sake of the remarkable effect. 

It was probably on account of this super- 
natural attribute that Mr. Du Maurier kept 


his tiresome Trilby singing this song, and 


that she sang it best when she was in super- 
natural conditions herself. Mr. Du Maurier,

woven. In the second place, it is not poetry. 
It has not even the startling effect of 
“ Sweet Alice.”” It looks as if Dr. English 
had added his name to the list of doctors 
who have tried their hands at lyrics of this 
kind and failed. There was Dr. Samuel F. 
Smith, who wrote some very commonplace 
verses entitled America.“ Dr. Drake 
wrote an apostrophe to the flag, which is 
now forgotten, and even Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’ flag poem has suffered eclipse. Dr. 
Hopkinson wrote Hail Columbia,” which 
it would be as proper to call a national lyric 
as to call Greenland's Icy Mountains 
vers de societé. It must be confessed the 
doctors have made a muddle of their na- 
tional lyrics. Francis Scott Key, who wrote 
the Star Spangled Banner,“ was not a doc- 
tor, and he came the nearest to success. 
Yet when one thinks of the Chanson de 
Ruland,“ the “Marseillaise,”’ the Wacht am 


Rhein,” or the Racokzy hymn, it is possible 


to understand how far away we still are from 
a genuine national song. 


THE BLOOMER QUESTION. 

The question of wearing bloomers is rapid- 
ly coming to the front, with the New Woman 
in them. At Terre Haute the other day a 
Roman Catholic pastor delivered himself of 
a furious philippic against them.

Mas- 
culine ingenuity must get around them in 


some other way. 

The latest published report of the Ontario 
Bureau of Mines contains a great amount of 
information about the gas acetylene, which 
is expected to come into use as ag illumi- 
nant. The report states that the process 
for the economic production of calcium car- 
bide and acetylene is the most promising 
discovery that has been made in recent 
years for the supply of ight and fuel, though 
“experiments” on the enrichment value of 
the gas, made by Prof. Lewes, have con- 
vinced him that acetylene will be of no prac- 
tical use to the gas manufacturer as an en- 
richment of gas in bulk, other processes be- 
ing cheaper. The inventor, Thomas Leo- 
pold Willson, is a Canadian. He does not 
claim to have discovered acetylene gas or 
the properties of the carbides. The mater- 
ials used are common lime and carbon in 
any form—hard or soft coal, coal cust, char- 
coal, petroleum, tar, or peat. These are 
treated in an electric furnace, and Mr. Will- 
son is confident that where electricity can be 
generated with water power the cost of 
manufacturing calctum carbide brings it 
easily into competition with other materials 
of fuel and light. He says a plant erected 
near a great water power, like Niagara 
Falls, may supply the continent at a figure 
with which coal gas cannot compete. The 
power at Niagara is ample for almost any 
conceivable requirement, while it is along- 
side a mountain of limestone, and coal dust 
or culm can be had at little more than the 
cost of hauling from the mines of Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio. 

Arrangements already are being made to 
procure electrical energy for this purpose 
from the falls on both sides of the Niagara 
River from the company which controls the 
power franchises at the falls, so that it is 
probable the carbide soon will be manu- 
factured on a commercial scale in Canada 
as well ag in the United States. The car- 
bide, containing 40 parts by weight of the 
element calcium, which is the basis of lime, 
and 24 parts by weight of carbon, will be 
cast direct from the electric furnaces into 
rods or cylindrical cartridges. One of those, 
12 inches long and 1% inches in diameter; 
will weigh a pound and give five cubic feet 
of gas when subjected to the action of water, 
which is allowed to drip upon it slowly from 
a dropping tube. The oxygen.of the water 
combines with the calcium of the carbide to 
form lime, while the hydrogen of the water 
unites with the carbon of the carbide to 
form acetylene. The latter burns with a lu- 
minous and intensely smoky flame when a 
light is applied to it, and when a mixture 
of one volume of acetylene and one volume of 
air is ignited in a cylinder a dull red flame is 
the result, with a dense black smoke and 
a mass of soot. When four volumes of the 
gas are mixed with five of air the mixture 
begins to be slightly explosive, and the ex- 
plosive violence reaches a maximum with 
about twelve volumes of air to one of the 
gas. From that point it decreases in vio- 
lence till, when the proportion is twenty to 
one, the mixture ceases to be explosive. 

Owing to its great richness the gas can be 
consumed only in flat flame burners. Under 
these conditions it emits a light greater than 
that of any other known gas. Its illum- 
inating value, calculated to a consumption 
of five cubic feet per hour, is no less than two 
hundred and forty candles. Prof. Lewes 
told the British Society of Arts last January 
that the calcic carbide can be produced in 
the United States for about $20 per ton, and 
the beautifully pure lime obtained by the de- 
composition would be worth to the gas man- 
ager at least $2.50 per ton, The cost of the 
gas is figured out at 6s 444d per 1,000 feet in 
English money, and probably this means 
English prices for labor. On this basis of 
computation the cost of a light of twenty 
candles’ intensity would be 16 cents per hour. 

The possibility of liquefying acetylene by 
moderate pressures permits enormous vol- 
umes of gas to be compressed into the liquid 
state in small wrought iron or steel cylin- 
ders, from which it may be allowed to escape 
slowly through burners, This promises to 
make it of the greatest possible value for 
floating buoys and also for portable lamps 
where there“‘is no ordinary gas supply. In 
this way it would take the place of the illum- 
inating’ products of petroleum, and it thus 
may prove to be the very thing wanted to 
offset the exhaustion of oil fields within the 
next few years, In that event the value of 
the new discovery might be so great as to be 


beyond computation. 


NO MORE RACE TRACK GAMBLING. 

Judge Gibbons’ unnecessary exhaustiveness 
in considering the question whether the 
State of Illinois has the right to protect itself 
against.a lot of swindling gamblers may be 
pardoned in view of the result of it. As the 
latter and shorter part of his decision shows, 
the claim of the Chicago Fair Grounds Asso- 
ciation of blacklegs that its charter from 
the State permits it to run a gambling hell 
under the flimsy disguise of a race track 


has no basis whatever. The charter is a 


contract, and if the charter violates any of 
its terms it is that instant abrogated and 
the State may procure its annulment. This 
is sound sense as well as good law, and 
Judge Gibbons’ refusal to quash the injunc- 
tion against the Harlem bookmakers and 
their pals will unquestionably be indorsed 
by every other legal authority. 

Chicago has good reason to rejoice over 
the outcome of this case. It was the gam- 
blers’ last ditch. No other resort is now left 
them. They are completely routed. Here- 
after there will be no race track swindling 


in Chicago, for though the racing people 


make pretense of a desire to enjoy speed con- 


tests, even though no betting is allowed, 
that is all humbug. Horse races to them are

For many years past the Board of Trade 
of this city has had an official weighmaster. 


He and his subordinates were supposed to 


watch the weighing of grain in the public 
elevators in the interest of the owners of 
the grain. A year ago some of the ware- 
housemen gave notice that these men would 
not be required in their official capacity 
about the houses. There has been much 
complaint since then, numerous country 
shippers averring that the weights as re- 
turned by the warehousemen were many 
pounds short of the weight in the carload 
where the grain was loaded. Some of them 
have protested that the shortage has be- 
comé an intolerable burden. The matter is 
in the hands of the Grain Receivers’ and 
Shippers’ Association of this city, but 
neither that body nor the Board of Trade 
has any power to compel. If a reform be 
instituted it must be by the force of moral 
suasion” only.

The 
notice to the Wyoming District-Attorney is 
an act of justice to these Indians, but justice 
should not stop there. There should be a 
rigid investigation of the ciroumstances 
leading up to the killing of six or more of 
these Indians, among them women and 
children, while they were unarmed prison- 
ers.

It is a relief to turn from the portions of 
this book in which the author criticises the 
domestic manners of the French to dilate on:

There is another chapter in which Mr. 
Vandam describes his visit to the most curi- 
ous place in Paris—a lodging-house of the 
professional beggars of the city, where they 
have a common room in which they keep all 
kinds of properties“ with which they drive 
their trade. It is enough to make an Ameri- 
can reporter’s mouth water to think of the 
privilege which Mr. Vandam enjoyed in 
going to such a place and witnessing those 
most distinguished of actors, the profes- 
sional beggars, stripped of their dis- 
guises. And by the way, this is ex- 
actly what the author of this book is—an ex- 
cellent reporter. He tells us facts about the 
French such as no Frenchman would dis- 
close, and such as no American as a visitor 
could discover for himself. So far so good. 
But as for his criticisms of French manners 
and morals they should be taken with a lib- 
eral allowance of salt. For Americans are 
not like Mr. Vandam, haters of the French. 
They have every reason to be the .

“Spruce Pink in 
“The Virginia Mummy” was the first fan- 
cy coon, and entire:y Rice’s creation, fol- 
lowed by that of Dandy Jim from Varo- 
line. Rice did not play tne darkies himself 
but utilized the character, dressing and train- 
ing another performer for that speciaity. As 
for himself, he was always the lame old 
„nig. ’ 

As Rice became a minstrel light he ce. 
mented many firm — eS and was fre- 
quentiy dined by persons of high rank. This 
tickled Mr. Rice as nothing else could. He 
immenseiy liked the attentions of — 
above his own station in life, and did his ut- 
most to please and amuse them, through his 
unfailing good humor and inexhaustible fund 
of lightning wit. One of his weaknessés was 
to always appear at his host’s dinner table 
wearing white kid glovés, which he wou.d not 
under any circumstances remove durmg the 
repast, and insisted upon toasting his respect- 
ive hosteas, whether it wae in order or not, 
rhyming off a most flattermg and elaborate 
harangue regarding his entertainer’s merits, 
which he never forgot to write out the next 
day and present to the lady of the house, 
thinking, no doubt, she would treasure the 
document as a priceless memento from one 
so distinguished as hi mseif. | 

Alter amaesing a snug little sum on his own 
continent Jim Crow” betook himself to 
Europe.

Every 
time the watch for them was rel or the 
traps for them fell into disuse ano colt or 
calf was slain in the corral, one occasion 
a colt weighing about 200 pounds was dragged 
and carried two miles from the corral and 
lifted over a stone wall five feet high. When 
winter came and the beasts could be tracked 
in the snow on the. mountain sides a band of 
men was employed for a search for the lions. 
It wasa week before they were caught, and 
six of them were shot down one morning in a 
cave fourteen miles from Overholzer’s corral.

Robert Anderson of San Berfiardino has 
hunted mountain lions each summer for 
some yearsand has killed twenty-three of 
them.

The 
lion had sprung upou a sheep, cut its throat, 
and sucked tus b. ood without eating any of 
the meat. One mornmg Fulton sat cut very 
early to visit a deer lick, but was chagrined 
to find no game. On returning, however, he 
saw a tawoy-colored beast crouched low and 
switching a long tali creeping through the 
underbrush on the hill below him. He fired 
hastily and was satistied that he had 
wounded the auimai, but the lion disap- 
peared. At this moment the hunter's atten- 
tion was attracted by the barking of his dog. 
Another lion had sprung into a tree but stood 
ona limb er to full view. Moving a 
little up the bull so as to take better aim Fu!- 
ton fired and shot the animal through the 
heart, killing him instautly. dog was 
not inc.ined to follow the ‘wounded one into 
the underbrush, but his owner urged him on 
and soon he heard him barking, Thinking 
that the dog had treed the lion Fulton hurried 
through the brush until he came up with the 
animals. He found dog and lion on the 
ground, their noses within four or five feet of 
each other, but separated by a little bunch of 
bushes. A weill-aimed shot rolled the lion 
over dead. On examining the body the 
hunter found that bis first shot had broken 
the back of the lion, which expiained why he 
did not spring upon the dog.. He had drag- 
ged himself down the hill some rods from 
where he was first shot. 

On another occasion Mr. Fulton was out 
with a companion and kiiledadeer. The 
carchss was tied in a low tree and the hunters 
went on. On returning they found that the 
deer had disappeared. Thinkwg they had 
mistaken the locality they separated and 
searched the forest, but in vain. They could 
find no marks where the body had been 
dragged and could not imagine what had 
caused its disappearance. Whi.e they were 
discussing the point Fukon's companion hap- 
pened to glance at tne top of a ty pine stub 
fifteen ortwenty feet high, where they saw 
one fout of the deer protruding from the top.

erty sold was $830,752.67. It is not expected 
there will be so many this year for two rea- 
sons. One is that times have not been as 
hard this year as last and owners of prop- 
erty are, therefore, better able to pay their 
taxes to the county than they were’twelve 
months ago. 

The other reason is that the special assess- 
ments for the City of Chicago turned over to 
the County Treasurer for collection amount 
to $2,000,000 less than they did the year pre- 
ceding. There are some features in the law 
passed at the last session of the Legislature 
which make it easier for owners to redeem 
property than was the case under the former 
law, and this may have the effect of making 
owners more careless than they would have 
been otherwise. It is * 42 however, 
the number of tax sales will less by 25 
per cent than they were in 1804. 


Owners of Property May 1. 

Under the law as it now stands in Illinois 
owners of property May 1 in any year are 
liable for taxes. The purchaser of real es- 
tate is considered May lasthe owner. State 
and county taxes are payable Dec. 1, and the 
delinquent tax list is turned over to the 
County Collector on or befere March 10. 
Advertisements of property on which tax 
has become delinquent are made after April 
1 and the County Collector may apply to the 
May term of the county court for judgment 
of sale. This being granted, sales may begin 
the fourth Monday after the fourth day of 
the term at which the judgment is rendered. 
A purchaser of the tax certificate of sale 
does so now upon a bid as to the per cent at 
which he wi carry the property. The law 
provides this shall not exceed 25 per cent for 
each six months following the time of the 
sale and extending for a period ef two years. 
The competition for the purchase of tax cer- 
tificates is always strong and bids are being 
made at an average of 5 per cent. The bid- 
ding for the purchase of some of the prop- 
erty is stronger than this even, and rates 
have gone down to 3 percenteven. Penalty 
is added each six months following the sale, 
and in case of the bidders taking the prop- 
erty at 5 per cent the owner could redeem at 
any time under six months at an added pen- 
alty of 5 per cent; after six months and under 
one year the penalty would be 10 per cent 
and from one year to eighteen months it 
would be 15 per cent.

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MASSES OF MACCESSIBLE IRON ORE, 


Magnetic Needle Indicates That Moscow 
Lies Above the Deposits. 

Literary Digest: Science hag just demon- 
strated that there lies under the historic 
Russian Town of Moseow a mass of iron 
ore miles in length and breadth, and pewer- 
ful enough to deflect the magnetic needle 
and pull a plumb line from the vertical 
throughout a large region; but investiga- 
tion also makes it probable that this mass 


i about seven miles below the surface— 


a fact calculated te cool the ardor of spec- 
ulators for some time to come. We trans- 
late from Gaea, Leipsic, April, an ac- 
count of the discovery of this inaccessible 
ore bed, which human eye has never seen: 

When recently, for the first time in fifty 

ears, a new triangulation of ropean 

ussia had been begun, the remarkable 
fact was discovered that in the neighborhood 
ef Moscow the plumb line suffered a very 
notable deviation from the vertical. This 
deviation ap red greatest within a sone 
that extended about forty kilometers {twen- 
ty-four miles] north and south and one hun- 
dred and eighty kilometers [one hundred 
and twelve miles] east and west. Here the 
lower end of the line was deviated eleven 
seconds to the north of the vertical. About 
twelve kilometers [seven and a halt miles) 
south of Moscow, on a line runing approxi- 
mately east and west, its direction is nor- 
mal, while farther south the lower end of 
the line is deviated about five seconds to- 
ward the south. So noteworthy a devia- 
tion of the line in a level region seems to 
indicate that heavy masses of considerable 
thickness must be situated there, under the 
earth's surface. Great masses of iron were 
naturally thought of first, and an attempt 
was made to demonstrate the existence of 
such masses by means of measurements of 
terrestrial magnetism. The scientist H. 
Fritsche, so well known on account of his 
researches in terrestrial magnetism, made, 
in June, 1893, a magnetic survey of the 
>neighborheod of Moscow for eighty kilome- 
ters (fifty miles] around. The terrestrial 
magnetic elements were precisely measured 
for thirty-one localities, and indicated carto- 
graphically on a map. It was shown that in 
a zone twenty kilometers [twelve and a half 
miles] wide from north to south and one hun- 
dred and fifty kilometers [ninety-three 
miles} long from east to west, including 
Moscow, the intensity of the earth’s mag- 
netic force is much greater than north or 
south of this zone; the anomaly is greater 
than in the eastern. A chart of the anoma- 
lies of magnetic inclination shows that the 
deviation of the magnetic needle from the 
horizontal is greater than the normal north 
of Moscow and smaller to thesouth, and a 
chart of the anomalies of declination [de- 
viation from true north] shows similar ir- 
regularities. These researches lead to the 
conclusion that where the local attraction 
was observed, in the neighborhood of Mos- 
cow, huge masses of iron He buried under- 
ground, and that they possess north mag- 
netism in a middle zone and south magnet- 
ism in two subsidiary zones stretching north 
and south therefrom. The question how 
deep this mass lies cannot certainly be an- 
swered, but, according to Fritsche’s esti- 
mate, it may be assumed that the middle 
zone lies scarcely less than 35,000 feet be- 
low the surface. An exploitation of this 
immense mass of ore is therefore impossi- 
ne to the depth at which it is situ- 
ate 


TURKEY’S TREATMENT OF ARMENIANS. 


Officials Attempt to Steal Missionary Relief 
Funds. 

Boston Transcript: A good deal of money 
has been sent from England and America 
for the Armenian relief fund. Two Amer- 
ican missionaries, Dr. Reynolds and Mr. 
Cole, wished to go up into the Province of 
Sassoun to distribute it. The Turkish Gov- 
ernment calmly announced that nobody 
but the Turkish Relief committee should 
distribute anything! .The ghastly satiré of 
this offer was not apparent to the Turkish 
officials. The American gentlemen in 
charge of supplies they had purchased were 
of course not to be caught in so paltry a trap 
as that. “So of course they refused,” says 
a London News correspondent, and the poor 
Armenians died and continue to die. But 
had the “missionaries adopted the Turkish 
suggestion the Armenians would have died 
of starvation none the less, and it was not 
for the benefit of a Turkish or Kurdish com- 
mittee that this money was collected. Now 
a temporary compromise has been effected, 
pending the receipt of those instructions, 
the awaiting which is the chief occupation 
of every Turkish official. And at last the 
poor Sassounlis are being fed. The condition 
of these poor people is, as I have said, ter- 
rible. There are 5,000 souls wholly desti- 
tute. To give them a little bread alone— 
enough to support life—demands an ex- 
penditure of about two pence per head. And 
this, of course, is without counting clothes, 
or building materiais,. or seed grain, or 
flocks, or any of the articles necessary to 
set them up once more as a self-supporting 
community. The Turkish Government 
should under the scheme provide all thesé 
matters. But the Sultan’s government has 
a much simpler method of dealing with the 
question. It will put a cordon of troops 
round these naked, starving Armenians, and 
leave them to do the rest. This is no idle 
statement, but is exactly the course the 
Turkish authorities have pursued hitherto, 
Of all this stricken population the survivors 
of Talvorig are in the cruelest state. They 
are some 800 souls—or were at the time my 
informant left there; but now their num- 
bers are probably a good deal reduced. 
These miserable folk are nearfy all naked— 
literally naked. They are living in caves 
and in hollows of trees; their only food is 
leaves and sses. From their bad diet 
their limbs are swollen, their hair fallen out, 
and they are racked with fever. Inaddition 
they are surrounded by Kurds, who have 
vowed vengeance upon them for the brave 
resistance they made last year, and who de- 
clare that they are only waiting for the de- 
parture of the delegates—they do not know 
that Mr. Hampson, the new English Consul, 
will be at Moush—to get to work.’ And 
the present policy of action of Engiand will 
soon change all this, and permanently. 
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RECEIPTS IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Traders Ignore Other Market Factors—Best 
Prices Made Right at the Opening—Ke- 
ceipts of Wheat at Winter Wheat Mar- 
kets Continue Light-Corn Ruled Easy 
on the Ruins-Danger of Damage to Late 
Corn Relieved—South Water Street Mar- 
ket Quotations. 

The dominant consideration in wheat yes- 
terday was the increase in receipts at north- 
western markets. Receipts at Duluth and 
Minneapolis were 536 cars as against 467 a 
year ago. Minneapolis had 377 as against 
198 last season. The estimate of 850 to 900 
cars for Monday was the occasion of the 
break of the day, however, Wheat opened 
quite strong, partly on better cables and 
partly on the report of the Hungarian Min- 
ister of Agriculture on the world’s produc- 
tion of wheat. He figures that the total pro- 
duction in countries which import wheat will 
be 749,000,000 bu and in countries having 
an exportable surplus 1,651,000,000 bu. 

This is a total of 2,400,000,000 bu, as 
against an amended total of 2,682, 786. 000 bu 
for last year. A shortage of over 232,000,000 
bu, or more than recently figured by Beer- 
bohm, is shown. September wheat opened 


as compared with the close of Friday night 
at 62%c. The exports for the week showed 
a fair increase over those of the preceding 
week, but a mine quantity was from the 
Pacific coast. learances yesterday were 
only 163,000 bu in wheat and flour, as against 
primary receipts of 562,000 bu and shipments 
of 238,000 bu. Last year receipts at primary 


markets were 918,000 bu. Local receipts 


2 62%c bid, and at once advanced to 62‘c, 


were 16,000 bu. Out of 28 cars of new spring 
wheat 10 graded, and out of 44 cars of new

RETURN OF BONDS i8 PREVENTED 


Syndicate Arrangement Indicated by an 
Advance in the Price af Governments. 

There are indications which point to 
some arrangement between the bond syhdi- 
cate and foreign purchasers of the United 
States bonds which will prevent these for- 
eign bond holdings being thrown on our mar- 
ket. It will be remembered that several 
millions of these bonds came back on to our 
market, a week or 80 ago, The New York 
quotation for the bonds was above the Lon- 
don quotation. In the last few days, however, 
quotations for the bonds have advanced 
sharply. They were as low as 121 bid and 
12144 asked. Yesterday they were 122% bid 
and 123 asked. This advance is taken by 
local bankers to mean that the syndicate 
has made an arrangement with the foreign 
holders to privately take such bonds as they 
insist upon selling and so prevent the home 
market being spoiled by foreign holdings 
being dumped upon it.

HE man of destiny in Irish politics may 
prove to be John Howard Parnell. His 
election to Parliament from the con- 
stituencies of South Meath gives him 

an opportunity for which he has craved 
since the death of his distinguished brother, 
Charles Stewart Parnell, to place himself at 
the head of the Irish national party. 

The story of the two Parnells has a curious 
interest for American readers. The grand- 
sons of a distinguished American Admiral, 
they returned to America in 1873 for the pur- 
pose of studying the institutions of the coun- 
try. Going to Georgia during that year, the 
brothers decided to make an investment in 
peach lands and the first intention was that 
Charles Stewart Parnell should remain to 
don the habiliments of a Georgia farmer; 
Upon the return of the brothers to Ireland 
for the purpose of closing up their business 
there, they found the home rule party, head- 
ed by Isaac Butts, in a state of political dis- 


solution. The idea was suggested that the | 


party might be galvanized into a new exist- 
ence by sending to Parliament the elder Par- 
nell, John Howard, who, as a representative 
of the Parnell who voted against the union 
of 1800. would be able to rally the enthusiasm 
— well as the consciences of the Irish peo- 
ple. 

The time was at a banquet in the City of 
Dublin that this matter first took shape, the 
proposer being Isaac Butts himself. 

John Howard Parneil*declined to permit 
his name to be used for Parliament, but sug- 
gested that his young brother, Charles, 
should take his place. In this way it was 
that Charles Stewart Parnell remain

sion will shed light upon the purposes which 
now actuate him. 

“I am unwilling to believe that my brother, 
Charles Stewart Parnell, ever willfully mis- 
led any one, and I am satisfied that when the 
full truth comes out the dark spots 
which seem to hang over his memory will 
be removed,“ he said. While my brother is 
dead, it behooves every Irishman to remem- 
ber that his country still lives. I appreciate 
the motives of the Irish members of Parlia- 
ment who make his name their parliament- 
ary battle cry, but I am unwilling that his 
name should be used for the disruption of 
the Irish party or for the postponing of the 
cause of home rule. I feel confident that I 
can bring a full union between those who 
have the cause of Ireland at heart. Every 
man who loves Ireland without respect to 
how he stood in relation to my brother 
should come shoulder to shoulder in favor 
of the cause of Ireland. I feel that I have 
the right, as the head of the Parnell family, 
to say to the Irish members of Parliament 
that they should discontinue to use my 
brother’s name in any manner that might 
be productive of division. His name and 
memory belong to his family. That family 
considers itself equal to its protection. If 
I should be elected to Parliament I would 
make it my duty to call upon all the Irish 
members to get together upon the platform 
of Ireland—a platform broad enough for 
every man who loves his country—and one 
in whose support I would be willing to sacri- 
fice my life.“ 

Early after Mr. Parnell returned to Ire- 
land, and the result of the late election tells 
the story of his success in being elected 
to Parliament. That he will be heard from 
in that body goes without saying, for he 
possesses many of the characteristics which 
made Charles Stewart Parnell a power in 
British politics.

Negro humor is generally the broad, farci- 
cal, hurtless fun of the unadulterated negro 
—a humor which, blended with pathos, 
makes up the negro’s psychic composition, 
for he oscillates from smile to tear. 

This humor one will find on the deck of the 
steamboats of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers among the rough roustabouts; up in 
the “Texas” among the cabin boys; in the 
rude cabin of the mountain mines of the Vir- 
ginias ang of the plantations of Georgia and 
Mississippi, and quite frequently in the 
church frequented by the more illiterate 
classes. 

It consists of the most outrageous hyper- 
bole; of bringing the most striking contrasts 
and the most ludicrous situations before the 
mind’s eye and doing it all with a twist of 
African-English which heightens the fun. 

It isn’t found in the mere misspelling or 
mispronunciation of words as dar“ and 
“whar,” as so many writers of negro dialect 
seem to think. 

Misspelled words, unless they convey the 
spirit, are as “sounding brass and tinkling 
cymbal.”’ 

A few examples of negro humor which 
have been collected from steamboat deck, 
from cabin, and from church are given.

The Governor is not committed to any pol- 
icy, but he is just now conducting a very vig- 
orous search tor the facts concerning the 
operation of the present system, and espe- 
cially into the facts concerning the county 
chain gang scandals, 

It is very difficult, indeed, said ex-Gov. 
Northen, with whom I talked at some length, 
„to say what will be done. Two plans have

That is one phase of the dark side. 

What of the lighter side—if a system based 
on farming out convicts of the State can 
be said to have a lighter side? 

Men go to the Georgia Penitentiary and re- 
ceive treatment entirely too lenient, but, of 
course, these are the criminals who have 
money or come from influential families. 

The case I cited above, where a young 
man's death was directly due to this class. of 
treatment, has just been investigated by the 
Governor, and the penitentiary official who 
was responsible was promptly discharged 
from the service of the State. That was the 
case of young Porter Stocks, He had killed 
a man, a friend and companion, in a drunken 
brawl. More properly speaking, he killed 
“Alf” Cassin as a result of an imagined 

ievance, the imagining being accentuated 
by whisky. There were elements in this case 
which made it seem a case of premeditated 
murder and on the first trial Stocks was sen- 
teneed to . A second trial was secured, 
however, and broughta lighter punish- 
ment. 

From the first day he went to the peniten- 
tiary Porter Stocks seems to have had prac- 
tically his own way. He was a handsome 

oung fellow, magnetic—a man who made 
riends easily. His friends first secured for 
him a berth at the Chattahoochee Brick com- 
pany s yards, which are operated by the lex 
sees. plant is sttuated seven miles from 
Atlanta. Stocks was given a place in the of- 
fice, and * ge he to wear the striped 
ntaloons of the convict he practically had 
is freedom, was allowed to go and come as 
he chose, and had a buggy in which he drove 
to meet friends from the city who came out 
to visit him. 
The inequalities of the operation of this sys- 
tem are shown by the circumstances which 
led to Stocks’ trausfer to another camp. Ed- 
win Harcourt, an actor, had been sent there 
under a sentence of one year for the theft of 
some jewelry. He confessed to the crime and 
it was well understood that his reason for do- 
ing this was to keep from d ing into the 
courts the name of the wife of a prominent 
man, who bad loaned or given him the je wel- 
ry in question. ° 

As to the facts about this it is impossible to 
give them more fully than this mere intima- 
tion, for the record of the court and Har- 
court’s confession stand. But at any rate

SOME or THE SCENES THAT DISGRACE THE STATE OF GEORGIA. 


If the abuses in the penitentiary proper are 
bad the abuses in the collateral branch, 
known as the county chain gangs, are in- 
finitely worse. 

The men who are sentenced by the courts 
to short terms for miedemeanors—the men 
who in the eyes of the courts are not guilty 
of crimes—fare worse than do the convicts in 
the penitentiary proper. 

Each county is allowed to work its misde- 
meanor convicts in chain ga 
larger counties they are wor po 
roads. It is not an unfamiliar sight at all to 
see men and boys wearing heavy shackles 
working in squads upon the roads and even 
upon the streets of the cities, each squad 
having its guard, who stands there with his 
loaded Winchester ready to shoot down the 
man or the boy who makes a break for lib. 
erty. The boy of 11 or 12 or 18 who is 
guilty of a crime, or, rather, of the criminal 
act which is classed as misdemeanor, has no 
reform school to go to, but works by the side 
of the hardened criminal. In these chain 
gangs there are many boys, and scattered 
here and ‘there are some whose faces are 
white. Of course it must be understood that 
the great majority of the convict pupulation 
in all grades is black. This is especially true 
of the misdemeanor convicts. These chain 

angs have no supervision. except at the 

ds of the grand juries. Many complaints 
come to the State officials of the treatment of 
men in the gangs. Instances are reported 
time and again of igporant negroes who have 
been kapt beyond the time of their sentence 
simply because they were ignorant. The 
treatment they receive is. in many instances 
worse than that given the men in tne peniten- 
tiary, for there is no supervision that is prac- 
tical at all, and the chain gang syperintend- 
ents do pretty much as they please. 

It was not long ago that a case of a boy be- 
ing beaten to death was reported to Gov. 
Northen. He sent to the prosecuting attorney 
of the county where the affair occurred to 
have the chain-gang superintendent prose- 
cuted, but the case never reached a con- 
clusion. Last winter convicts at work in 
Savannah were so badly housed that many of 
them had their feet badly frozen. A Dodge 
County boy who was convicted of a misde- 
meunor was sent to a chain ga in urens 
County. He was needed in Dodge to tify 
in another case, and he came back there prac- 
tically a physical wreck. It was shown that 
he had been so badly beaten that he could 
scarcely walk. There were great welts all 
over him. The evidences of cruelty were so 
marked that the county authorities at once 
presented the facts to the Governor, and the 
boy was pardoned, 

It was not very long ago that there were 
complaints against the operation of McRee’s 
camp, near Vatdosta, in extreme Southern 
Georgia. Wiiliam Griffin, a white convict,

PROSPERS AS A HUMAN ALARM CLOCK, 


One Chicago Man Who Makes a Living by 
a Novel Means. 

There is one man on the North Side who 
has built up a novel business, It can’t be 
said that he is growing rich at it, but he makes 
a good living and his hours of work are short. 
His work is to awaken the newspaper carriers 
so that they can get down-town to lay in their 
supplies and deliver the papers to their custom- 
ers before the breakfast hour. To get their 
supplies in time mary of the carriers have to 
start down-town between 2 and 8 o'clock in 
the morning. The papers are ready 
shortly after 83 o’clock, and to get his sup- 
plies early the carrier must be on hand 
so as to get his order registered with the de- 
livery clerk, for, to avoid trouble, carriers 
are supplied with papers in the order in 
which they have given their orders. 

The carrier doesn’t want to stay up all 
night just so that he can leave the house at 
2:30 o’clock in the morning. He wants to 
sleep in the evening so that when he gets up 
he can stay up for the balance of the day. 
And so, in the old days, he went to sleep. 
trusting to habit and his alarm clock to 
waken him. But human nature is weak, and 
after getting accustomed to its clamor a man 
will frequently sleep peacefully through the 
racket made by an alarm clock. Many 
times carriers have learned this to their sor- 
row and have opened their eyes only to find 
that it was broad daylight and that their work 
should have been haif done instead of still 
unbegun. 

What they wanted was a sentient alarm 
clock ; one that would ring just long enough 
to awaken them and would not stop until 
they were awake: ope that would arouse 
them even if they forgot to wind and 
set it before they went to sleep. But the jew- 
elers don’t keep alarm clocks of that pattern. 
So the newspaper carriers set their wits to 
work to find another scheme. One of them 
decided to have one of his assistants wake 
him. That put all the blame for overslee 
ing upon the assistant. After a few days 
assistant was told to call another carrier —a 
friend of the first one—while on his way to 


arouse his employer. 


That put an idea into the assistant’s head. 
Why not make some money by caliing car- 
riers? That day he visited adozen of them 
living near him and asked if they would pay 
50 cents a week for being aroused promptly

‘failed, those two men made their names im- 


mortal. East Tennessee, in proportion to 
population, sent more men into the Federal 
army than any other section of the United 
States, and much of that result was due to the 
unflinching heroisin and impassioned zeal of 
Brownlow and Johnson, and especially the 
former. 

Of the two Brownlow was the morte extraor- 
dinary man in many respects. Though 
his influence was powerful and ever active, 


and exposed by day and night to all the ter- 
rors and horrors of that chaotic period in 
East Tennessee when a man’s convictions, no 
matter on what side he enlisted, were best 
cherished to himself in the seclusion of 
hie home .if he valued his life as 
worth more than the price of powder and 
ball, On the other hand, the personal, liv- 
ing puissant presence of Brownlow was the 
most conspicuous feature of the whole situa- 
tion—the one ever rankling thorn in the side 
of secession.

This is just a paragraph from the log-book 
of Capt. Charles, Lee’s vessel the Stuart, 
which, with arms and ammunition for the 
insurgents, was endeavoring to make the 
Island of Cuba in the year 1869. This, how- 
ever, belongs to the story. Something about 
Capt. Lee himself is not out of line, and if it 
be held that his career has not been an event- 
ful one, then the tale of a stirring life has 
yet to be told. 

Capt. Charles Lee, son of Maj.-Gen. Sam- 
uel D. Lee and nephew of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, both of the Confederate army, lives at 
No. 300 West Van Buren street, Chicago. 
He was the only one of the Lees who fol- 
lowed the He was.a cadet at Annapo- 
lis when the war broke out; before it ended 
he was a Lieutenant-Commander in the Con- 
federate navy and an officer on the cruiser 
Alabama when it went down under the, 
broadsides of the Kearsarge. : 

When the war was fairly started young Lee 
left the Naval Academy with half a dozen 
other boys and struck South.. They wanted 
to get into Richmond. By the time they had 
reached the Potomac River other boys had 
joined them until the number was thirteen. 
They tied their clothes well up ‘on their 
backs, and, swimming the river, made their 
way finally into Richmond. Lee went to his 
father’s house, where he found Gens. Beau- 
regard and Longstreet and the Confederate 
Secretary of War in consultation. A naval 
officer was present. He was Rafael Sem- 


mes, afterwards Commander of tite cruiser 


Alabama. Capt. Lee's father was a West 
Point graduate and was Pemberton's second 
in command at the fall of Vicksburg. 

Capt. Lee tells the story of his knocking 
about from the time he left his father’s 
house that day with the future Admiral 
Semmes until he last year found a snug an-

She was sold before completion to 
the Confederate Government, A crew was 
shipped. It has been said at times that the 
crew of the Alabama was lacking in in- 
telligence and that it was mposed of ritt 
raff. The statement is ringly untrue. 
The crew was remarkably intelligent, brave, 
and of a high order of seamanship. The 
Alabama sailed to the Island of St, Thomas. 
Semmes, with the other officers, followed in 
another vessel. The Alabama.was laid to 
two miles off the coast and we boarded her. 
The commander made a speech to the crew, 
tellings its members what he intended to do. 
He outlined his plan of the capture of mer- 
chantmen, and then said that while he would 
not look for a ht he would not run away 
from one. He said that anyone who wanted 
to leave the vessel might do so, Four sail- 


„ ors left and went back to Liverpool. Then 


we set sail and began cruising in the ocean 
track which lies between Teneriffe and the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

„I was made an ensigu on the day that 
we captured our first prize, the bark Ock- 
mulgee. All promotions on the Alabama 
were the result of examination. Nothing 
was done hurriedly. We e

the vessels Starlight, Ocean: Rover, Alert, 
Weathergauge, Altamaha, Tuck- 
er, the Dunbar, Brilliant, and others, 


“We ran close up to the coast of Texas at 
one time and fought and sunk the Hatteras. 
It was our first fight and it lasted but fifteen 
minutes. Other vessels came out and chased 
us away. The Alabama was fast, very fast, 
being capable of making from 18 to 19% 
knots an hour. The United States man-of- 
war Vanderbilt gave us a lively chase on 
more than one occasion. We burned most 
of our capturés. Some few we sold. 

“Admiral Semmes wanted to fight the 
cruisers. which were searching for him, but 
naval officers told him he was too light te 
give battle, and that by fighting his useful- 
ness to the Confederacy would be seriously 
impaired. Well, things went along about 
this way until we put in to Cherbourg just 
before the fight with the Kearsarge. I 
don’t know whether it is known generally, 
but a day or two before the battle some 
French naval officers gave the officers of the 
Alabama a banquet. I was present. There 
was considerable chaffing, and the Admiral 
was teased a little about the presence of the 
Yankee vessel and its commander with a 
‘chip on his shoulder.’ He was nettled: I 
could see that, and his very step as he paced 
the deck showed me he intend to fight. 
Well, the story is an old one. We went out, 
and going could see that the Kearsarge 
had hung chain cables to protect its sides. 
Winslow sent a shot across our bow. The 
answering shot was fired by Semmes him- 
self, who throughout the engagement aimed 
and fired our heaviest gun. That first shot 
struck the Kearsarge on a direct line with 
its boilers, but it rebounded like a marble 
from the cable protection. It was all over 
soon. We were pierced through and through 
and were sinking. A shot crashed into the 
boiler and finished the work. As soon as 
the Kearsarge saw that we were done for it 
lowered boats to pick up our crew. 

Semmes swung himself clear of the wreck 
and I followed. The Greyhound, one of 
Burns and McKeever’s (Cunard owners) 
yachts, Capt. Phillips commanding, picked 
us up. Capt. Phillips had been struck by a 
swinging boom and I was asked to take com- 
mand of the Greyhound.

The 
street is ‘“‘zoned’’ by them—each people hav- 
ing colonized districts—and one zone is as 
different from another as if separated by 
tempestuous seas, instead of a gutter, or 
eons, rather than a five minutes’ ride for a 
vehicle from one district to another. There 
are colonies along the street where an Amer- 
ican would be as much observed as if on the 
steppes of Siberia, and where even a visitor 
from another colony would feel less at home 
than in any other part of America. 

Speaking of Halsted street as man has made 
it nothing commendatory can be written of 
it aside from the praise for thrift and bus- 
iness that can be bestowed. 

Standing a boy, after the fashion of the 
school geography, at the intersection of 
Madison and Halsted streets, with his face 
to the north and arms outstretched his right 
hand would be to the east, his back to the 
south, and left hand to the west.“ No mat- 
ter how he might pivot himself the north and 
south views of Halsted would be anything 
but encouraging. The view as far as the eye 
could reach north would be bounded by vis- 
ions of brick walls on either side of the street 
and the horizon would be lost in the perspec- 
tive of a dingy, dirty street. A look to the 
south would bring no change, no sense of re- 
lief. Not a buttress or ornament on any 
building ‘distinguishes it from a neighbor, 
and Halsted street north and south from the 
point of view presents an architectural 
blank or walls only varied by their height 
when a frame shanty: intersperses between 


* 


two brick edifices or a towering brick stands 
up amidst a row of frame buildings which 
looked shudderinly on at the great fire’’— 
and escaped. Indeed, where shops or store 
traffic has assumed sway on Halsted street, 
grouped where they may be along its length, 
the architecture is uniform and uniformly 
monstrous. In this respect there is improve- 
ment in latter years only where the growth 
of the street has demanded business colonies 
north and south of the centers where bus- 
inéss traffic has prospered since ‘‘before the 


re.“ But however monstrous and atrocious 


the architecture of the street may be there 
are interruptions in the sameness which, 
coming as surprises, call forth the ejacula- 
tion, Beautiful,“ as does nature when at 
intervals it unexpectedly obtrudes or de- 
fiantly holds a place against the invasion of 
man and his sordid thrift or covetous energy. 


Halsted street at the north is washed by 
the waters of Lake Michigan. The unfet- 
tered waves come to the head of the street, 
foam capped, unchecked by dock or break- 
water; come from the far off depths of the 
lake and break unspoiled and undefiled on 
the sands of the shore. Here in the pure 
atmosphere Halsted street has a beginning. 
The street juts ont into the lake, while deep 
in yellow sands for 100 yards it is curbed 
toward the waters by a row of piling half 
buried in the sand, beyond which there is a 
shelving, sloping beach to the lake, where 
the waves tumble over shallows stretching 
for half a mile out into the blue depths. 
Here thousands of boys, unvexed by police, 
bathe unmolested, and here too the Halsted 
street fisherman casts his lines or spreads 
his nets, and abides in snug little shanties 
along the lake shore, patien awaiting 
something more than a water haul. “ 

At the south end of the row of piles, half 
buried beneath the sand, and 200 feet from 
the lake shore end, stands the first house on 
Halsted street. It is perched on piles, is 
backed up against the lake, and has the back 
door steps kept constantly clean by the 
wash of the waves. The front yard, the 
house setting back from the street, is sand 
covered and looks out over sand dunes 
across the way, some bleak in the sun, while 
others are grass grown and even covered 
with a dense growth of scrub oaks. To the 
very edge of the lake, cross streets, from the 
north line or water edge of Halsted street, 
are laid out and curbed—Lawrence, Lake- 
side, Teluna, Eastwood, Wilson, Windsor, 
and Galt avenues. They are cut through 
the sand hillocks and are curbed to the lake. 
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At Montrose avenue Halsted street assumes 
a metropolitan beginning. At this point it 
is paved, and in this vicinity Halsted street 
assumes a beauty it wears well, and which 
no boulevard in the city can rival. At the 
northeast corner of Halsted street and Mont- 
rose avenue the Lake View waterworks are 
located. The crib is out a mile in the offing, 
in plain view of Halsted street; and the 
pumping station, a great brick building set 
around with a well-kept lawn planted with 
well-matured shade trees, looks more like 
a summer resort than waterworks. Itisa 
beauty spot on the North Shore, and from its 
lawn a score of beautiful residences are in 
sight, handsome houses, lawn-surrounded, 
embowered in trees and brightened with 
rare flowers, whose redolence contrasts with 
other odors inhaled on Halsted street. 

It is from this vantage point, an observa- 
tory from which the vision can roam over 
Lake Michigan till the waters round out of 
sight, and from which Halsted street can 
he seen, clean, fringed with trees for many 
blocks—it is from this point “the rustic 
resident” of this Elysian section of Halsted 
street directs attention to the notables of 
“our part of town.” He tells of the Big 
Four“: 

Mother Gertz, Burr Robbins, the show- 
man, Eugene Field, and Luther Laflin 
Mills. 

Mother Gertz has lived on the sands back 
of the water-works for more than two- 
score years. She has reclaimed a pretty 
little home from the waters—or the waters 
have banked up a sand-pile for her whicia 
she has converted into a garden and beauti- 
fied with a vine-covered cottage. And right 
next door to her is neighbor Alminiger, who 
bas had Lake Michigan confer upon him 
land along Halsted street on both sides up 
to the lake, and which is Valued at $1,000,- 
000. Ove? the way, south of Montrose ave- 
nue, in a red-topped house discerned among 
a grove of trees, is Eugene Field's house. 
Opposite him is Burr Robbins’ cage, ample 
and commodious, and it is fenced around 
with boards sawed from the gilded and 
carved sides of the menagerie wagons with 
which he once delighted the youth of the 
town and the boy of the country. Furthcr 
down is Luther Laflin Mills’ home. But be- 
fore it is reached Gordon Terrace, set with 
half a dozen beautiful homes, is passed. 
The United States Marine Hospital, too, a 
beautiful massive stone structure, is in 
this vicinity. It sets well back from the 
avenue in a flower-bedecked and tree-stud- 
ded lawn, and is well banked up againgt the 


lake. Under the deep-shaded trees conva- 


lescent mariners loiter, and the grateful 
breezes from the lake invigorate them. 

Halsted street is here a boulevard—none 
prettier in the city. Nature does the most 
to beautify it, for the street has,been cut 
through a natural forest. Many of the mon- 
archs survive, shading the street and cast- 
ing cooling shadows over the beautiful homes 
of the vicinity. From Luther Laflin Mills’ 
front door he can look into a forest dell, just 
as nature made it hundreds of years ago. 
Man’s hand has spared it, and the moss 
and grass covered ravine, guarded by trees 
a century old; remains—and on Halsted 
street, a contrast to the courts or delis of 
man’s make about Hull House, which Miss 
Jane Addams is trying to rob of their reek- 
ing odors. 

A block further south and Halsted street 
is put in touch with the rest of the city by 


a street railway, which from this point, as 


electric, horse, and cable line, traverses the 
street for twenty miles, 5 

Sheridan Drivé, the great lake shore Mall, 
crosses Halsted street in this vicinity, and 
the whole neighborhood, tree-shaded and 
built up with beautiful homes, is an ideal re- 
treat for the victims of the turmoil of down- 
town life. 

A mile south, rapidly traveled in an electric 
car, and Clark street is reached. The mile 
is flanked all the Way with pretty homes 
and several pretentious flats, but as Clark 
street is approach the encroachment of 
business is noticed. Clark street intersects 
Halsted street, or vice versa; and this inter- 
section begets a geometrical puzzle. Hal- 
sted street, running north and south through 
the North, West, and South divisions of the 
city, seems to controvert by this “intersec- 
tion“ an axiom in geometry: “Two 
lines can he drawn indefinitely in space with- 
out ever meeting.” 

At the intersection of Clark and Madison 
streets and Madison and Halsted streets, 
Clark and Halsted are parallel. Both run 
due north from their respective points of 
intersection, yet away up in Lake View they 
converge and cross one another. But this 


positive defiance of a mathematical principle | 


heretofore as indisputable as the laws of 
the Medes and Persians is not the only 
anomaly on Halsted street. As has been 
shown, life is ideal on Halsted street; further 
along by way of contrast, it will be shown to 
be real, and then not worth living. 

At the intersection of Halsted and Clark 
streets, just to intensify the situation or 
complicate it, Barry avenue cuts fh and 
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| crosses both these streets, making a com- 


plication of corners, which, as a real estate 
agent in the vicinity ruthlessly declares, pre- 
sents an ideal location for business. And 
business has intruded, but not to the total 
exclusion of home life, as is evidenced by 
geveral beautiful residences, which retain a 
hold amid shade trees and beautiful lawns 
on corners, which it may be hoped business 
will in vain seek to possess and dispossess 
of beauty and comfort. - 

Passing this point where business and 
homes are at war for possession, Halsted 
street reassumes a tranquil home mood. 
Comfortable homes, many pretentious, some 
palatial, abound for a mile and a half down, 
until Lincoln avenue and Fullerton avenue, 
crossing Halsted street, make more corners 
than ever dizzied a denizen of Five Points, 
New York, in the halcyon or dizziest days of 
that locality. 

The thrift of business interposed along this 
section, and the family grocery” and shops 
here and there appear, but they are offset 
by neat homes, wherever obtruding, vine- 
clad and with small front yards filled with 
gay-colored flowers kept in bloom and care- 
fully tended by many a German housewife. 

From Lincoln to Belden and to Webster 
avenues wealth has selected sites for homes. 
built pretentiously upon them, and adorned 
the surroundings of their residences. Not 
alone is Halsted street thus beautified, but 
the avenues crossing it are all seats of com- 
fortable and opulent residences. 

And between Belden and Webster avenues 
there are three churches! 

It is mentioned as an exclamation, one of 
the many exclamations that must be in- 
dulged in in describing the street, and the 
greatest, most emphatic, and exclamatory 


exclamation of all used, or to be used—for - 


these ree churches are the only ones on 
Halsted street. And Halsted street is twen- 
ty-nine miles long. 

These churches three are in keeping with 
the neighborhood. Their masaiveness and 
beautiful, ornate architecture give token of 
soft cusnions in the interior, short sermons 
—and none too soul searching—and a paid 
choir of professional singers. 

In less than half a mile Clybourn avenue 
crosses Halsted street, and so does Weed 
street at the same place, making a confusion 
of highways and byways which is so com- 
mon as to make early home-comings at night 
one of the im bilities in Chicago. For

HE propensity to deform some part 
of the body is common to human 

e nature. Today all womankind, in 
America and Europe, wears Fir- 
dles, girdles two and three inches 
broad, garnished with handsome 


clasps and eminently pleasing to the eye. 


So popular has the girdle become this sum- 
mer on account of its facilities for setting 
off the figure to the greatest possible advan- 
tage and for holding the skirt in position 
that many women and girls have discarded 
their corsets, substituting the new and yet 
old-fangled attribute of toilet in its stead, 
Now, they argue, we can no longer be 
charged with crippling ourselves for the 
sake of presenting a syiphlike shape. 

But they are wofully mistaken. The gir- 
dle is if possible more injurious than the 
corset. A Berlin physician has just con- 
cluded a series of observations in the case 
of a female patient addicted to the girdle- 
wear habit. 

The woman in question was desirous of 
leffding’ to her figure that graceful long line 
of bust for which Calvé is famous. 
been wearing the style of corset first m- 
troduced by Mme. Récamier, and was grad- 
ually acquiring the much coveted French 
figure with its broad shoulders, low, small 
bust, and long, slender waist, when in the 
spring of the year her physician prohibited 
stays altogether. The woman’s waist meas- 
ured in its untrammeled state 70 centimet- 
ers; by lacing she was in the habit of re- 
ducing it to 62 centimeters, which feat re- 
sulted in the displacement of her inner or- 
gans, and consequent cold hands and cold 
feet, headaches, and painful respiration. 
She promised the doctor to obey his injunc- 
tion and forthwith bought a 62-centimeter 
elastic girdle. Tho fact of the elasticity of 
the new instrument imbued the woman with 
the idea that she might try to reduce her 
waist still more by this “harmless” means, 
and with diligent tucking and squeezing she 
succeeded in the tourse of the day of pushing

back the buckle to the 58-centimeter limit, 

Gradually the local troubles brought on b 
the tight stays she had worn disappeared. 
but nevertheless health would not return, 
On the contrary, she began to suffer from 
steadily progressing constitutional weak- 
ness. She lost her color, grew thin and aged, 
and became daily more whimsical and ill- 
humored. She, who formerly had given all 
her time to society and enjoyment, grew 
misanthropic and needed strong stimulants 
to keep up. 

Again she sought the doctor and blamed 
him for her condition, claiming that the 


\ discarding of the corset, which he had or- 


dered, had thrown the weight of her skirts 
upon her hips and stomach and thereby 
caused her sufferings. Upon investigation 
the physician discovered a deep furrow en- 
circling his patient’sewaist, which latter had 
greatly decreased in spite of the apparent 
removal of the cause. He found that a 56 
centimeter girdle embraced the waist, which 
in its natural state measured 70 centimeters, 
which means that for six to eight hours 
every day its proprietress reduced her cir- 
cumference 14 centimeters. 

After this the diagnosis was easily ar- 
rived at: The diaphragm had been so com- 
pletely compressed by the girdle’s action as 
to leave no room for some of the most im- 
portant vital organs, which had been pushed 
down so that all their tunctions were ham- 
pered and at times actually stopped. These

North Halsted street ends at Randolph 
street, or rather, if the numbers over the’ 
doors are to be believed, begins there. 


Halsted street is the western boundary line 
of Haymarket square, At the opposite side 
of the square, ill-kept and flanked by time- 
worn buildings, stands the statue of a po- 
liceman. The figure, heroic in size, befit- 
ting the serviee it commemorates, faces 
east. Standing on the west side of Des- 
plaines street. it looks down Randolph 
street, and with uplifted right hand is a 
monumental and perpetual, enduring warn- 
ing to mobs, to rioters, to the lawless who

in the main has been manufactured right 
here on haymarket square. Whatever event 
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das transpired on Halsted street worthy of 


the chronicles none surpasses in interest 
that belonging to the tragedy of May 4, 1887. 

From Halsted street this great tragedy 
Was witnessed—hurried feet that fled from 
the massacre over its pavements: and in the 
annals of Chicago Halsted street is named 


‘lumber shovers, in 1876. 


But, as well, Halsted street has been the 
scene of other riots; has experienced war 
when regulars and State troops have been 
called upon to clear the street and restore 
order. 

Among the earliest riots was that of the 
At that time the 
lumber district was concentrated about 
Twenty-second ‘street, and in that vicinity 
along Halsted street and Blue Island ave- 
nue the workmen had their homes, or tene- 
ments. Along in 1875 the lumbermen had 
trouble with their yard employés, mostly 
Americans or English-speaking men. They 
could not come to terms and the men were 
discharged. 

The discharged men were replaced by an 
importation of Bohemians. They came in 
droves and came cheap. It was before the 
day when the law forbade the importation 
of the pauper labor of Europe,“ and these 
ng@w “workmen came to the lumber yards 
under stipulations, contracts made in the 
villages of Bohemia, where life was a long 
season of starvaticn. in a year these labor- 
ers became so “Taborized,” to coin such an 
educational word, that they went out on a 
strike. Aliens, unacquainted with our lan- 
guage, laws, customs, or methods, they 
raised a row that, for a time, threatened a 
conflagration around Twenty-second street 
which might have done for the West Side 
what “the fire of 171“ did for the South 
Division and the North Side. 

A judicious, determined, and prompt use 
of the police force dispersed the rioters and 
quelied them. 

The railroad riot of 1877, national in char- 
acter and second in far-reaching mischief 
only to the Debs insurrection of last year, 
selected Halsted street as a battleground in 
this city. The rioters massed on the South 
Halsted street viaduct at Sixteenth street. 
They swarmed up from the railroad yards in 
that vicinig, seized the viaduct, and pre- 
vented for days traffic along the street. At 
the same time, to use one of Eugene V. Debs’ 
felicitous phrases, they tied up the rail- 
roads. Troops, regulars and militia, raised 
the blockade. 

A year ago, when Debs posed as dictator, 
the seat of war was transferred further 
south on Halsted street. The Stock-Yards 
district became the region for rioters’ forays, 
and “the Fortieth street railroad crossing” 
was the scene of riotous demonstrations that 
successfully defied United States troops. 
July 4 the regulars from Fort Sheridan es- 


sayed to break the blockade that had over- 
stocked the packing-houses with meat for 
which hungry mouths throughout the coun- 
try were pleading. The blockade was not 
raised until July 12. 

The Transit House was the headquarters 
of military operations during the war“; 
and the Stock-Yards were guarded and all 
lines of railroad in the vicinity patrolled for 
a month. It was just off Halsted street, at 
Forty-seventh and Loomis streets, that the 
first blood of the campaign was shed—Capt. 
Mayer’s company happening in with a squad 
of Poles of “the Dump” while in the act of 
burning cars fired into them disastrously. 

Passing from the lurid history of Halsted 
street—from whom did it get its name? 

The CanarCommissioners in 1830 received 
a grant of two sections of land upon which 
to erect the Town of Chicago, then a village 
lying about Fort Dearborn in the County of 
Peoria. The boundary lines of this grant, or 
section lines, were Chicago avenue on the 
north, Madison street on the south, State 
street on the east, and Halsted street on the 
west. But the last named street had no 
location or name as a street then, and it did 
not get a name until long after. 

While the town grew north and south, it 
Was not until 1853 that the city limits were 
extended, on the west to Halsted street, 
while at the same time it had grown north 
to Fullerton avenue, east to the lake, and 
south to Thirty-first street. 

And the west boundary, Halsted street— 
all that is told of its name is that— 

“Tt was named after a Philadelphian 
named Halsted (no Christian name given), 
who had money invested in the city, by W. 
B. Ogden, the first Mayor of Chicago.” 

Statistics oftenest tell an uninteresting 
story, aad figures, especially in a silver de- 
bate, can be so perverted as to bring distrust 
upon them in any event or service, but for 
all that the story of Halsted street would be 
incomplete without a few facts that figures 
alone can present: The street extends with- 
in the corporate limits of Chicago twenty- 
three miles, from Lake Michigan on the 
north to One Hundred and Thirty-first on 
the south. Beyond that point it extends, as 
a street, through Harvey and other sub- 
urban towns six miles—or twenty-nine miles 
in all. It is paved, and with sidewalks on 
each side. from Montrose avenue to Sixty- 
ninth street, a distance of fourteen miles; 
and has fourteen and a half miles of street 
railway. It is lighted by 1,300 gas lamps and 
248 electric or arc lights. It is crossed by 
eighty-six streets between Randolph street 


| 
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south. It has 2,620 numbered houses on the 
north, and is numbered to 933 to the South 
Branch of the river, and thence, beginning 
with 2400, runs up to 13176 south. It crosses 
the river twice, or both the North and South 
Branches, and is traversed in the order 
named by electric, horse, cable, horse, and 
electric cars. 

When it comes to looking for celebrities 
Halsted street would not bea happy hunting 
ground. They flock about the City Hall 
and other public places on the South Side. 
But when it comes to prospecting for ‘‘char- 
acters,“ the lead is rich. hey abound, and 
no nationality or vocation has a monopoly of 
them. Away up north, and in favored pre- 
cincts south, The rich they ride in chaises.’’ 
The contrast is the peddler on the south 
street, who trudges along under his burden. 
The golf stockinged cyclist scorches“ it 
over the smooth broad avenue at the north 
end, and the cowboy eavorts“ around the 
south precincts on his bronco and regards 
the bicycle as a machine only fit for a tar- 
get. Children play on lawns at the north 
end, but there are sections of the street 
densely peopled by little folks whose play- 
ground is the gutter, whose delight is the 
music of the hurdy-gurdy man, and who 
loiter about the rag-pickers’ establishments 
sonstantly gazing at bits of glass as gems, 
and bright bits of cloth most enviously. The 
farmer, for agriculture holds on defiantly at 
places along Halsted street, in blue overalls, 
resembles the Halsted street laborer, 
similarly attired, but is distinguished 
as easily as a Reuben from the wilds of 
Indiana, below One Hundred and Thir- 
ty-ninth street. There are types of char- 
acters, fit models, who would make famous 
the artist who put them in all their pict- 
uresqueness on the canvas. The shawl. 
hooded mother, her rebosa bright with 
colors and stripes as ever worn in Italy, is 
no uncommon character, while sturdy, dark- 
visaged children, even through their dirt, 
look the cherubs who float in pictures about 
the Madonna. 

There is “the Chimmie” of Halsted street, 
as distinctive a character as his prototype of 
New York, and while the latter takes in 
Coney Island o’ Sundays, the Halsted lad 
contents himself with a growiler“ in the 
alley or treats his best girl to a ride on “a 
merry go round.“ 

The butcher and the baker and the can- 
dlestick maker have their types, and no- 
where in propria persona is the typical 
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butcher so much in evidence as on Halsted 
street. He owns the street, for from his 
Slaughter houses he feeds the world—choice 
cuts to the rich, and horn steaks for the den- 
ens of the Dump.“ 

“Characters” not only, but nationalities 
abound, each holding to his own zone as 
strictly as if the curbstone were a Chinese 
wall that shut him in from barbarians. 

The compatriots of Marco Boszaris, who 
struck the Turk, and hit him him hard, who 
‘lay dreaming of the days when Greece her 
knee in suppliance bent, would tremble at 
his power,’’ have sought a home in Chicago 
along the North Branch on Halsted street. 
Ireland has her colony of patriots in the 


region of Division street, and united Ger-. 


many has possession all along the thorough- 
fare in the clean, homelike looking regions 
of the North Side. Italy has her representa- 
tives colonized in the Nineteenth Ward in 
great numbers along the street about Polk 
street and the cross streets in the neighbor- 
hood of Hull House. Here, too, in the 
neighborhood there are many Christian Syri- 
ans and Armenians who mourn the loss of 
friends at the murderous hands of the Kurds, 
the Sultan’s emissaries of death. 

Twelfth street is a rallying point for Poles, 
Jews, mostly, who are fugitives from the 
Czar’s wrathful and heartless persecu- 
ticns. Further south, at Twenty-second 
street, is Bohemia—not the happy Bohemia 
that King Rene installed and made merry 
with music and the insouciance of unalloyed 
pleasure. A different Bohemia, where the 


Bohemian is not careless, reckless, happy, 
and indifferent, but where he finds life a’ 


struggle and babies by the score to make it 
even a harder problem to solve into bread 
and meat, or the equivalent, even, in silver 
to buy them.

But there is a South Halsted street in di- 
rect line with that described, which, be- 
ginning at Randolph street, extends to One 
Hundred and Thirty-first street. It crosses 
the great West Side thoroughfare when 
Madison street is passed, and just here the 
two theaters that cater to Halsted street’s 
dramatic taste are located—the Academy of 


Music and the Standard. Further on, just 
south of Van Buren street, the Metropolitan 
L“ spans the street. Here begins the re- 
gion of small shops, relieved alone at Four- 
teenth street by a mammoth department 
store. Pawnshops are frequent, too, and in 
a section where squalor has a supreme hold 
and poverty an appearance that dirt inten- 
sifies. Clothing stores of the cheap variety 
are plentiful—and the wonder grows where 
the poor get the money to buy the clothes 
so “loudly” exposed for sale. It is in this 
benighted or unwholesome district that Hull 
House is located. It is a charity that has 
been or is educational in teaching the people 
it helps to be self-helpful. It serves within 
its walls as an object lesson, inculcat- 
ing a home and useful life that the 
genius of the institution, Miss Jane Addams, 
urges shall be’ imitated in their own homes 
by those whom she insists upon having at 
her house, the Hull House. Life through 
her efforts has been lightened and made 
N bearable in the squalid homes around 
er. 

At O’Neil street the cable car is aban- 
doned, after passing by lumber yards and 
coal sheds, for a horse car, in which the 
river, the South Branch, is crossed, over the 
“lift bridge,“ which at times has staid aloft, 
giving unfortunate wayfarers an aerial 
perch for many hours. Across the bridge 
is Archer avenue, the Milwaukee avenue of 
the Southwest, and the boulevard of Bridge- 
port, The Stock-Yards district is attained, 
and soon the Stock-Yards..

The corners of the 
nails are cut carefully, and sometimes a little 
cruelly, so that they are sensitive for a day or" 
so; but they look nice. Then there is 
a second soaking. After it the nails are an- 
ointed with a red oil and polished witha 
pink powder.

There is nothing in this process, if we ex- 
cept the skill required to cut the cuticle 
around the nati, which may not be done at 
home at much less expense. To be sure, it is 
much easier to have some one do it for you 
than to do it for yourseif. But nothing could

This ointment and the powder are 
go d under fdncy names for fancy prices, but 
they are in no way superior to these simple 
preparations. The oil is used to soften the 
ekin around the nail and to make the nail it. 
self take the polish of the powder, For very 
thick naile with white spots there is sold in 
the drug stores a preparation of bichloride 
of mercury under ine name of blegching 
fluid. For hang-nails there is no remedy, ex- 
cept that of cutting them very close as quick- 
ly as they appear. 

As for children’s nails the only thing to be 
done is to prevent them from spoiled. 
No manicure could improve upon the beauty 
of a baby’s pink new nails. The best method 
of cleaning these delicate things is to squeeze 
a soapy wash cloth over the ends of the 
fingers so that the suds are forced under 
them. If afterwards the flesh is rubbed back 
from them with a towel in drying the hands, 
baby’s naile will be things of beauty till he 
gets old enough to grub in the sand with the 
other boys. 

AS for the dreadful boys of 
10 and 12 with their black, affectionate, 
clumsy . paws, I think myself that I should 


‘utterly cut the acquaintance of one who 


should congent to be manicured of a week. 
day. He may be taught to scour his hands 
with a nail-brush, and it is not out of the line 
of possibilities that an observance of his 
father’s neat nails may induce him to push 
the flesh back with a towel at least when he 
dresses for dinner without his feeling that he 
thereby loses his manliness.

LETTER-WRITING AS A FINE ART. 


Many Things Must Be Considered by the 
Careful Correspondent. 

“One of the fine arts in letter-writing,” 
says a writer who is also an observer and 
thinker, is to conform your style of writ- 
ing perfectly to the person whom you ad- 
dress. Many things must be considered. 
The age, the degree of intelligence, the so- 
cial position, and the amount of familiarity 
you have with your correspondent are only 
a few of the points which the good letter- 
writer remembers always while he writes. 
Although seemingly he writes without con- 
straint, yet these reflections govern all that 
he says, not only the matter, but the manner 
of it.“ 

The result of such care should be a letter 
exactly suited to the person addressed. 
Not to shock a friend’s prejudices by sneer- 
ing at customs he respects; not to engage In 
useless or foolish discussions on paper; not 
to write upon subjects or in a manner of 
which you would be ashamed to afterward 
reflect, or feel regret at rereading—these are 
primary rules which should govern all letter- 
writing, whether the writer be young or old. 

Yet in these days of cheap postage and 
rapid, careless, and voluminous letter writ- 
ing many idle and weak-minded people for- 
get that the written word, far more than the 
spoken, stands to condemn the writer, and 
that the words of an ill-advised or hasty let- 
ter are hard to eradicate from the mind of its 
recipient. 

Letter writing, like all other human ac- 
tions, must be judged largely by the motive. 


Yet although the brief notes — tee ty to the. 


courtesies of social life may be freely t, it 
is best to consider more carefully the longer 
letters, in which the indiscreet writer often 
betrays secrets of heart and mind. 

No one should send a letter written in anger 
or bitterness of spirit. Such a letter may be 
an escape valve for a hurt state bf mind, but 
the writing of it should be sufficient; let it 
be dropped into the flames, not into the let- 
ter-box. Answer every letter soon, before 
the glow of pleasure at its reception has 
faded away. Discard postals as an enemy 
to grace and to the leisure of polite society. 
They are useful only to a limited extent by 
people who have business to communicate 
briefly. ,

As to the improbability that a rate of speed 
higher than sixty miles an hour is desirable, 
the Westinghouse-Baldwin people point to 
the record of steam roads. The Lake Shore, 
they say, has the straightest track in the 
country, yet the average velocity of the 
fastest trains on that road is only thirty- 
seven miles an hour. What is wanted, they 
say, is not bursts of great speed, but a 
higher average than is now maintained, 
But the public will not support a more ex- 
pensive service.

grees of success about two years ago. Sev- 
eral prominent electricians have condemned 
it, but Mr. Westinghouse and his engineers 
say they improved and perfected it until it 
meets all requirements and solves the prob- 
lem of finding an underground contact sys- 
tem which will not be affected by weather or 
atmospheric conditions. If this be true it 
will take the place of the overhead trolley, 
as the cost of construction is nearly the 
su me. 

For double track lines it is proposed to 
carry the conductor between the tracks, but 
for single track suburban lines the con- 
ductor cables would be placed in wooden 
troughs between the rails directly under the 
ears. This is the style adopted at the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing com- 
pany’s works at East Pittsburg, where a 
track. has been built all around the place 
and equipped with the electro-magnetic sys- 
tem. One car does all the work of switch- 
ing. Fitted with motors of the size and type 
placed in street cars this car easily hauls 
three loaded coal cars. It is to be fitted with 
a crane and made to load and unload such 
cars as cannot be brought under the cranes 
in the shops. 

For fourteen months a crude example of 
this system of ejectric road has been in op- 
eration on the North Capital street branch 
line at Washington, D. C.. William Chap- 
man was one of the engineers in charge of 
those experiments and he now is at the 
Westinghouse works at East Pittsburg. He 
says he has driven a car in Washington at 
twehty-six miles an hour. He points out 
that one of the attractive features of the 
new system from the popular point of view 
is the absence of noise. While the car is 
running at good speed there is none of that 
rumble and harsh grating sound so disagree- 
able in the trolleys. It is perfectly smooth 
running. 

The electric locomotive will be fitted with 
air brakes and a whistle to be fed by com- 
pressed air, which will be supplied by an 
electric air pump. 

The advantage of this system is perhaps 
best shown by its application to street and 
‘suburban service and switching yards. The 
line of trolley poles required to carry heavy 
current is such an obstruction to the view of 
trainmen and motormen that signaling be- 

comes very difficult. It is impossible to see 
another train approaching until it is quite 
near, when the poles are placed between 
tracks and when at the side persons crossing 
the track and workmen cannot be seen, nor 
can they observe the locomotive until they 
are too near the track to be safe. This is the 
experience at Nantasket Beach where the 
poles have the appearance of a white fence 
about twenty-five feet high when one stands 
on the track and looks down the line. In 
switching yards the number of poles would 
be such as to render it nearly impossible to 
carry on regular train service with the ordi- 
nary methods of signaling. 

The third rail system, such as is used on 
the Metropolitan road in this city, is satis- 
factory electrically and mechanically, but it 
cannot be used where passengers have to 
cross the track, and where switchmen have 
to prow! about in the dark. The bare rail 
conductors are exposed and it is dangerous 
te require men to walk among them. This is 
understood by those who have looked up the 
different methods of conducting currents, 
and no one is seriously considering the third 
rail system for anything but elevated roads. 

The conduit system has apparently been 
made successful in New York City, where the 
conduit has been given dimensions as large 
as the cable conduit in the streets of Chi- 
cago, but the expense is so great that it is 
not being considered for suburban lines and 
for switching yards, and will only be used 
where the traffic is heavy enough to stand 
the expense. 

The button, the trolley, the third rail, and 
the conduit are the only systems now used 
for conducting current to motor cars. Of 
these, the third rail and the conduit are 
‘practically impossible for suburban lines, 
such as the IIHinois Central, for instance. 
The third rail would be dangerous to passen- 
gers who have to cross to the through tracks 
and the conduit would be too expensive as 
it would require an entire reconstruction of 
the road, as even the wooden sleepers would 
— be removed to make room for the 
Conduit. 


The trolley system is perfectly practicable } 
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results. As proof of this they polnt to the 
great increase of traffic on the Mount Holly 
branch of the Pennsylvania road. This is 
a trolley line. It has become so popular that 
fares have been reduced. The same would 
be true of any line built where there was 
naturally a good traffic, and they are per- 
suaded this will soon be realized by railroad 
managers. As the electric locomotive is 
cheaper than the steam and as the conductor 


can carry any amount of current, they see 


no reason why any service cannot be run by 
electricity where the operating conditions 
are such as to warrant increased fixed 
charges, which naturally come from im- 
proved apparatus. Perhaps when the roll- 
ing stock now in use is worn out and has to 
be discarded it will be replaced with electric- 
al apparatus in many cases. 


A glance at the methods proposed for com- 
peting with the steam locomotive and cheap- 
ening the cost of electrical transportation is 
interesting. Chicagoans have witnessed 
some of the experiments. To dispense with 
the overhead trolley has been the object of 
the majority of the investigations.

“Ags to the Tesla patents, we do not pro- 
fess that the new apparatus will work a rev- 
olution in the railroad business all at once. 
But the railroad managers are casting about 
for some means of holding their own against 
the trolley lines that are reaching out into 
the suburbs of the gregt cities, and there 
will be a great deal of work in equipping 
lines in the next two or three years. We 
believe we are in a position to take advan- 
tage of the demand for improved apparatus, 
and especially with the electro-magnetic 
system. Inis system is especially adapted 
to suburban traffic, to trunk line terminals, 
to branch lines, to elevated roads, and in 
fact to any road where there is a large 
amount of traffic. It might readily be ap- 
plied to the line between Philadelphia and 
New York. 

„The speed to be attained by this system 
would be regulated entirely by the desires 
of the traveling public. One hundred and 
fifty miles an hour might easily be made, but 
I am sure no one has any wish to travel at 
that speed. Then again comes the difficulty 
that always has stood in the way of sustain- 
ing a tremendous speed by the steam loco- 
motive. It is possible to run high-class 
steam locomotives regularly long distances 
at eighty miles an hour. It is not done for 
several reasons. One is the expense. An- 
other is the danger, and-still another is the 
fact that the public does not seem to care 
for it. The expense consists not in the mere 
running of the train, but in the delay occa- 
sioned to other traffic on the road giving the 
fast train the right of way. Passenger and 
freight trains must be put to one side when- 
ever the flyer is due, and the returns from the 
latter do not warrant any such action. 
That was proved during the World's Fair 
by the Exposition flyer and is being demon- 
strated every day by the Pennsylvania lim- 
ited between New York and Chicago. 

„To operate such a road it would be nec- 
essary to have a straight track, elevated, 
and a system of electric block systems ex- 
tending the length of the line, for the rea- 
son that it would be impossible to stop a 
ear within two miles. The track might be 
on the level and fenced in, but there would 
be the danger of the fence being blown 
across the track or of people walking on it. 
The train could not always be seen two miles 
away, and it would be upon a person before 
he could think to get out of the way. If 
people could be prevented from walking on 
railroads” the third rail system might be 
perfectly safe. By several systems a tre- 
mendous speed can be attained, as the rate 
at which electric cars can be run is con- 
trolled by the gearing, and not by the Sys- 
tem by which the current, is gathered from 
the conductor. 

No exposed part of the line is charged 
with the current except under the car. It 
is impossible for any one not an electrician 
to tamper with the line, as in the case of 
strikes. It is perfectly safe for any one to 
walk on the tracks where our system is 
used, and workmen may lay down their 
tools anywhere and be sure they will not 
cause a short circuit. That is the great 
danger where the third rail system is used, 
and makes it out of the question for surface 
lines. .

battery system was tried on the Fourth 
avenue surface line in New York for a long 
time, but the success was of the most indif- 
ferent character. The electric locomotive 
at the World’s Fair that was pitted against 
the steam engine in a tug of war proved in- 
adequate. . 

The third rail system was introduced on 
the Intramural road at the fair, but it was 
slow, and practical men said it was not the 
thing they wanted. Perhaps the crooks in 
the line had something to do with the un- 
favorable showing made. The objections to 
the third-rail method have been stated in 
the foregoing. 

The Mount Holly and the Nantasket Beach 
trolley lines do very well, but the lines of 
poles for the heavy conducting wires are re- 
ported to be objectionable on account of their 
unsightliness and high cost. It is asserted 
that a trolley line would be dangerous on a 
long road after a few ycars through liability 
of the posts to be washed out or blown down 
in storms. ; 

The Love conduit system is familiar to 
Chicagoans from the lengthy experiments 


made with it by the North Chicago Street 


railroad on the Webster and Fullerton ave- 
nue loop. The cost is excessive and the sys- 
tem is not developed for use in winter. 

In Liverpool on an elevated road and in 
London in a tunnel the third rail system is 
used.

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will cost less than the steam engine, and 
will bring such other advantages that it 
will make traveling a pleasure. Every 
train will be well lighted, and there will be 
no smoke and dirt. The question as to the 
adoption of the system on trunk lines is 
cne for the operating departments. To in- 
Stall such a plant as would be required ne- 
cessitates an increase in the fixed charges. 
The gain in efficiency would be great, but 
there is the question of policy as to the in- 
crease of fixed charges. The train ex- 
penses of a steam road, including cost of 
fuel, are twice as great as those of a train 
operated by electricity. 

“While we do not look for the abandon- 
ment of the steam locomotive at once we 
know a great deal of work will be done in the 
next few years in the way of equipping 
roads with electricity. The present appa- 
ratus will be simply superseded, at least on 
short lines. A company is now in consulta- 
tion with us in regard to a line proposed to 
be built between New York and Boston, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad company is 
investigating electrical appliances very 
thoroughly. One of the most important 

oads in this State is negotiating with the 
Westinghouse and Baldwin companies with 
a view to the equipment of an important 
branch line with the electro-magnetic sys- 
tem. A considerable business is expected 
to come from South America. There coal

David L. Barnes, the chief engineer of 
both the Baldwin and Westinghouse compa- 
nies, is a Chicago man. To a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNE. he explained the peculiarities 
of the Tesla motor, of which so much is ex- 
pected. He said: 

“The Tesla system differs from the com- 
mon direct electric system, mainly in the 
type of electric current and in the apparatus 
used to generate and to utilize the current. 
The ordinary current is the ‘direct current,’ 
so called, which flows continuously in one 
direction. The Tesla current is the ‘alter- 


cated in the motor itself. The Tesla motor 
has no commutator and the armat is 
very simple in construction.

It is 
evident that the cost of the direct current 
system for long distance work will delay the 
use of electric power until the traffic is 
more crowded than it is on most roads at 
present. The Tesla system with its less cost 
brings the day of change nearer, but to what 
extent it is difficult to say. Already there is 
a serious consideration of a high speed road 
on the Tesla system between New York and 
Philadelphia, and if the through traffic, the 
mails, and some of the express matter can be

obtained for such a line it would certainly 
pay, as the cost of operation would be small, 
but of course the fixed charges would be 
great, as the line would have to be elevated 
so as to avoid grade crossings and fences, 
and all obstructions and poles and every- 
thing that would be liable to be thrown up- 
on the track in case of windstorms. It would 
not be necessary to build an elevated struc- 
ture the entire distance, as embankments 
could be used where earth filling is availa- 
ble. The great advantage of the electric 
system is the possibility of giving a more 
frequent service with the same total cost 
for operation. That is, a train of two or 
three cars could be sent out every fifteen 
minutes from Jersey City to Philadelphia 
and at the same time fram Philadelphia to 
Jersey City, and make the run easily in 
one hour without increasing the cost of 
operation above what it now is when trains 
are dispatched about an houf and a half or 
two hours apart. If the traffic will bear the 
cost of construction the project is financial- 
ly a good one, and roads such as the Penn- 
Sylvania, the Reading, and the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, having terminal 
facilities already secured, would no doubt 
be in position to construct and operate such 
a line so as to make it financially profitablig. 
Mechanically and electrically the problem Is 
simple. : 

“The electro-magnetic switch or ‘but- 
ton’ systen®is quite different from the Tesla 
system, inasmuch as they can be used to- 
gether or separately. The button system is 
simply a means for collecting current from 
the conductors and conveying it to the cars 
and motors.“ 


Chicago is by no means behind Pittsburg 
or any other city in the matter of electrical 
achievement. It is probable thatgthe first 
railroad to substitute mbdtors for locomo- 
tives will be one of the several Chicago 
roads doing a heavy suburban business. 
Among the roads now having the matter un- 
der consideration are the Northwestern, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Illi- 
nois Central, Northern Pacific, and others. 
In case the roads should decide to try the 
experiment it will not be necessary for them 
to go outside of Chicago to obtain the nec- 
essary equipment. The Siemens & Halske 
company has a thriving, well-equipped plant 
here, which is a branch of the oldest and 
largest concern of the kind in the world. 
The Chicago factory is now turning out three 
steam locomotives a week in addition to 
electric motors and generators of all sizes 
from the largest to the smallest at a rate of 
several thousand annually. The company 
recently purchased the Grant locomotive 
plant, and the manufacture of steam loco- 
motives and all kinds of electrical machin- 
ery is now being carried on under the same 
roof. The first locomotive built by the com- 
pany was finished last week. Twelve more 
are nearly completed. The company has 
not yet considered the construction of elec- 
tric locomotives, although it has furnished 
the equipment for the majority of the elec- 
tric street car lines in the city and is now 
building a number of 2,000. horse- power gen- 
erators for large power-houses. President 
Wright of the company is an engineer of 
large experience. When asked for his views 
regarding the use of electricity on steam 
railroads replacing locomotives, Mr. Wright 
said: 

In my opinion it will be a long time be- 
fore the locomotives are done away with on 
steam roads. Where there is a great fre- 
quency of trains, as upon elevated and sub- 
urban lines, electricity offers advantages. 
There is a great fleld opening up in the con- 
struction of trolley lines connecting a series 
of towns. The first cost of constructing 
these lines is so much less than that of a 
steam railroad that profitable returns can 
be obtained upon the capital invested. 

J notice by the newspapers that Mr. 
Westinghouse has secured control of the 
Wheless patents. A model of this system 
was shown to me a couple of years ago by 
Senator Stewart of Nevada in Washington, 
D. C. Theoretically such a system is an in- 
viting one of making and breaking contact. 
Siemens & Halske of Berlin invented a sim- 
ilar system, and, I am informed, during the 
first six months it worked to perfection, but 
after that length of time weaknesses began 
to make their appearance, and at the end of 
twelve months the system was abandoned 
and an entirely different system was subse- 
quently put in at Buda Pesth—when the 
first successful conduit electric railroad was 
opened. The Siemens & Halske Electric 
company control patents covering the third 
rail conductor. They also control a system 
by which independent motors can be put in 
each car of a train and all operated by one 
man stationed at the front of the train. 

I understand that Mr. Westinghouse pro- 
poses to use the multiphase system on, the 
roads built in accordance with the Wheless 


patents. As a matter of fact Siemens & 


alske led Westinghouse in the multiphase 
work. Siemens & Halske installed the first 
two central stations for lighting ever built 
in the world on the multiphase system, and 
it is a matter of record that they were the 
only ones to show a multiphase street rail- 
2 motor at the World's Columbian Expo- 

tion.

BIR HARDIE—James Keir Hardie 
is his full name—has arrived in 


America. In a few dayshe will be in 
Chicago. Primarily Mr. Hardie’s 
visit to this country is to study 
and form opinions from his own observation 


of the condition of the working people of the 


United States; his secondary object is to 
lecture and tell the people what he has ob- 
served and in what way American laborers, 
skilled and otherwise, differ from their fel- 
lows in Great Britain. Then there will prob- 
ably come the inevitable book, 

American workmen are not especially well- 
disposed toward British labor leaders. John 
Burns found that out when he came here. 
Had he remained in London his reputation 
in America would have been much greater. 
But his strictures on Americans and Ameri- 
can ways lost him the friendship of many 
labor leaders, who, from what they read in 
papers and magazines, had learned to look 
up. to him with much respect. Mr. Hardie 
may meet the same fate; then, again, he 
may not, for he is very different from John 
Burns. Burns is an aristocrat among work- 
ing people; Hardie is not. Burns lives in a 
handsome house with luxurious appoint- 
ments in a pretty suburb of London; Hardie 
lives in a very different style. Burns dresses 
in fine clothing and looks little like a laborer; 
Hardie shocked the British public by wear- 
ing a coster’s cap and greasy clothing when 
he took his seat in the House of Commons

three years ago. The British public has 
never quite recovered from this shock, hence 
some of the writers and speakers are es- 
pecially harsh in their criticism of Hardie, 
while they tolerate and sometimes favor 
Burns and his socialistic views. 

This physical difference may make even 
a greater difference between the way Burns 
was received by the American public and 
that in which Hardie will be welcomed, for 
it is sure that he will be welcomed by some. 

Hardie is now 39 years old and has been 
identified with labor unions and socialistic 
propaganda ever since he was able to think 
for himself, and he began to think when he 
was a mere lad. Born in a little village in 
the mining regions of Ayrshire, he got a 
very scanty education, and then had te go to 
work. Like his father and most of his rela- 
tives he began work as a driver at the sur- 
face dumps of the coal mines. When he got 

der he went to work underground, Final- 
ly ‘he got to be a full-fledged miner and 
made as much money as any of those with 
whom he worked. 

Somehow or other nature had endowed 
young Hardie with more brains than fall 
to the lot of the average Scottish or North 
of England miner. By the time he was 17, 
and was at work underground, he had begun 
to figure on ways and means of bettering 
himself. The lot of the miner didn't suit 
him. The pay was too small and the work 
too hard. Besides that he was given daily 
lessons in political economy from the day 
laborer’s standpoint by the men with whom 
he was thrown in contact. And so, twenty 
years ago, Mr. Hardie became imbued with 
the feeling that the laborer was getting any- 
thing but justice. From the teachings of 
his fellow-labhorers he became interested in 
the theory of socialism and began what has 
proven to be an extensive course of reading. 
At first it was with difficulty that he se- 
cured books, but the more he got the more 
he was able to get and the more he did get. 
By his reading he acquired an extensive 
vocabulary—at least it was extensive when 
compared with those of most of the labor 
leaders of the district. It was not an un- 
common thing for the miners to engage in 
extemporaneous debates after their work 
was over, and young Hardie soon began to 
take part in these. He had a natural facil- 
ity in speech—a gift of gab“ his enemies 
call it—and before he was 21 was one of the 
best public speakers in the region where he 
lived. 

Then he left Ayrshire and went to Loch- 
norris, where he also worked in the mines. 
When he was not working he was reading 
or arguing with his fellow-miners. From 
Lochnorris he.went to the mines of Cumnock 
and worked and talked there for. severa) 
years. During this time there were strikes 
of more or less importance in many of the 
mines, and in each of these strikes Hardie 
His ability as a 
speaker and his study of socialistic and labor 
questions had made him vafuable in inftuen- 
cing the men to stand together. So, wheth- 
er he had planned it or not, Keir Hardie’s 
name soon became known in all the border 
mining regions and from there spread 
throughout the English laboring world. 

But Mr. ardie was not satisfied with 
merely speaking of socialism and talking of 
the ‘things that might be accomplished for 
and by the laboring classes. -Legisla- 
tion was the only means of bringing about 


the desired reforms, and to legislation and 


its attendant, practical politics, Mr. Hardie 
turned his attention. After studying the 
situation he organized the Independent 
Labor party.” The Independent Labor 
party grew slowly in power until in 1892 
it was able to elect Hardie to the House of 
Commong from the south division of the 
borough of West Ham. With their leader 
in the Commons the members of the party 
hoped to secure much. Other labor parties 
also were hopeful, and politicians generally 
awaited with some anxiety Hardie’s next 
move. 

The first surprise came the day he took his 
seat. It is, or has been until lately, an un- 
written law of the House of Commons that 
each member shall wear a black frock coat 
Mr. Hardie did not feel 
bound in any way by this rule, and when he 
appeared he had on a coster’s cap, a cheap 
and somewhat soiled suit, the coat being of 
the sack pattern. To say that he created a 
sensation is to put it mildly. The old mem- 
bers of the Cofhmons were shocked at what 
seemed to them a sacrilegious trampling up- 
on tradition. But Mr. Hardie's followers 
were highly pleased. 

Personally Mr. Hardie is a short, ecompact- 
ly built man, whose face and form show 
traces of the hard life he led as a boy. Al- 
though he has not worked in a mine for years 
he is still President of the Ayrshire Miners’

Tenants on South Water Street Pay Dearly 
for Sidewalk Privileges. 

There is probably no spot in the world 
where ground space, considering the small 
buildings on it, yield 80 much rent 
as that on South Water street, Chi- 
cago’s famous market place. The landlords 
there are not only paid reut for every nook 
and corner in the buildings, from cellar to 
garret, but derive an immense revenue from 
sidewalk space. 

A fruit vender at the southwest corner of 
Clark and South Water streets pays $1,000 a 
year for the privilege of occupying a piece of 
sidewalk about 6x25 feet. For this rental 
he is not given stormg room for his fruit and 
boxes on the premises and is therefore obiiged 
to keep his stand open all night and rely upon 
the amount ot midnight sales tu repay him 
for the expense of having a man in charge. 

At the northeast corner of the same streets 
a sidewalk tenant pays the landlord $40 a 
month for thie use of a spot 8x10 feet. Side- 
welk privileges at the Fifth avenue corners 
are paid for at about the same rate. 

The business of subletting on South Water 
is almost as profitabie as owning the property 
itself. A commission man who rents the first 
floor and basement of a building 
has converted the ground floor into 
two stories and sublet the upper 
tier and part of the lower one to other 
firms. He pays the landlord $3,000 a year 
ior the premises, but by the pian of making 
two floors into one he makes a profit from 
the subtenants and pays no rent for the 
space he occupies himself. The landlord, 
however, has not been slow to take advantage 
of the main chance. From two fruit venders 
he receives for sidewalk stands $65 a month, 
and $200 a year from a steamboat company 
whose boats occasicnally tie up to the dock at 
the rear of his store, these rentals being in 
addition to these received for the floors and 
rooms used by the commission merchants. 

The immediate cause, of high rents on 
South Water street is the apparently immova- 
ble purpose of ail the commission men to 
contine their trade to one narrow street, 
They are willing to pay big rent. for the loca- 
tion and undergo the inconvenience of stuffy 
and cramped quarters simply because on any 
other etreet they could not transact so profit- 
able a business. Said an old-time produce 
merchant yesterday: 

„Most people who see the daily blockade 
of vehicles struggling and fighting for hours 
to reach their several loading places on this 
street are disposed to call us lunatics for at- 
tempting to do so much business on so little 
space. But that is not our fault. Chicago 
peopie have had several opportunities to 
raise the blockade by patronizing well ap- 


pointed markets in other sections of the city, 


but they tailed to do that and encouraged 
their ‘grocers and butchers to continue the 
scramble on South Water street. Only a few 
years ago a commodious market place 
was opened at State and Twenty-fourth 
streets, where everythmg fresh m 
produce line was kept on hand, but it failed 
from lack of customers in a few months. A 
similar fate befell the elegantiy equipped 
produce market established a year or two 
ago on the northeast corner of State and South 

ater streets, designed to relieve tile 
congestion on the sidewalks and street. 
Samuel Allerton and other wealthy 
Chicago men were interested in this project 
and they fitted the place with marble floors 
and did a great many other things to in- 
augurate a more comfortable system of mar- 
keting, but all in vain. Chicago women dif- 
fer from those of any other city in the world 
in their aversion to takmg a basket 
and doing their own marketing. They prefer 
the easier but more-expensive method of hav- 
ing their grocer and meat market man do the 
buying for them. That is the prime reason 
why South Water street is so crowded and 
why the landlords derive a big revenue for 
sidewalk space. 


ISLAND INVADED BY AN ARMY OF RATS. 


Miles from the Mainland and 
Take Possession. 


The New York Recorder is responsible for 
the fallowing rat story, which came from 
its Titusville, Fla., correspondent: The Isi- 
and of Tropic, twenty miles south of here, 
has been invaded by an army of savage rats, 
and the inhabitants have been forced t 
flee for their lives. ; 

Tropic is three miles long and two miles 
wide, and the soil is very fertile. A dozen 
families have settled on the island and en- 
gaged in growing vegetables for market. 

George Butler, one of the settlers, has just 
reached here, and ‘tells a thrilling story of 
the invasion and subjugation of Tropic by 
the rats. Up to a month ago, according to 
Mr. Butler, there were no rats on the island. 
At that time the advance guard of the ro- 
dents arrived, and were quickly followed by 
others, until in two weeks there were fully 
10,000 on the island. 

The rats came from the mainland, which 
was only two miles away, and Mr. Butler af- 
firms that they swam across. He says he 
has seen them coming out of the water by 
hundreds, At first the rats contented them- 
selves with attacking the vegetables, which 
were soon destroyed, Then they invaded the 
homes of the settlers. The latter made war 
on the rats, killng hundreds of them. Mr. 
Butler says he has killed as many as 100 at 
one shot, but that others would rush for- 
ward and attack him, biting him viciously 
on the legs. 

In spite of the slaughter the rats got into 
the houses and attacked the women and 
children. Several of the latter were badly 
torn by the sharp fangs of the rodents. One 
baby was so severely. bitten about the face 
that its life is despaired of. 

For three nights, Mr. Butler says, not a 
soul on the island slept, as that would have 
meant death, At last the people, in terror 
ard worn out, fled in their boats to the 
mainiand, where they are now camped in a 
destitute condition.

Well, two times two always make four, 
whatever the demand may be for five or 
three or any other number. There is no 
evading cause and effect—and given the 
equation, ignorance, helplessness, and at- 
tractiveness” in a “breadwinner” among 
men and beasts and the result is easily de- 
termined. 

The men who flattered and fascinated and 
flirted with her had no notion of marrying 
her. She was too romantic, too unbalanced, 
too intense, too anything and everything for 
a wife. 

But her mother and the neighbors and 
novels insisted upon marriage as a sine qua 
non, and she married. 

Whatever her husband was or was not she 
was a failure asa wife. She had no domestic 
qualities, no mental or moral training that 
would have made her realize the imperative 
necessity for doing her duty at any sacrifice 
of individual preference or personal incon- 
‘venience. She lived in and for the gratifi- 
cation of her senses, and came at last to open 
defiance of all conventional considerations 
and became that most melancholy of ail 
creatures, an unloved and unlovely old wom- 
an, making frantic clutches at youth and re- 
fusing to grow old gracefully, as only they 
can who grow old usefully, humbly, and 
tenderly. . 

Over the trials of this woman’s husband 
the true artist draws a veil, as does that 
famous painter over the face whose ex- 
pression he dare not attempt to paint lest he 
manifest his own lack of skill. Corollary: 
Romantic women should be severely trained 
in mathematics, logic, and ethics; otherwise 
their imagination, like some vicious horse, 
is apt to run away with them and “ kick 
things all to pieces.“ 

Number Three is a woman of both intellect 
and conscience; but an old-fashioned New 
England mother trained her to be a thor- 
oughly domestic wife. Into her house she 
puts force and skill enough to write many 
poems and compose manifold sermons. Her 
culinary triumphs would win the lasting 
gratitude of an epicure. Her table, dainty, 
artistic, and inviting, suggests always a 
feast spread for the gods. Her beds are so 
clean and comfortable, so well-aired, and so 
well-made they seem the especial abode of 
“tired nature’s sweet restorer.“ In her 
household is no waste, no failure, no physi- 
cal discomfort.

to change his stockings; and when, after 
many interruptions, he reaches the end of 
his story she looks at him with stony eyes 
and unsmiling lips and makes a remark 
clearly indicating that she has no time for 
stories ’’’ and very feeble appreciation of his 
elforts as a raconteur. 

He comes home eager as a boy with some 
piece of news he wants to talk over, but she 
is beating eggs, or whipping cream, or count- 
ing her napkins, or darning a threadbare 
place in the carpet, and how can she post- 
pone these highly necessary duties just to 
gratify his desire for a little companionship 
in the thing he wants to talk over and laugh 
about to her? 

Sometimes he finds a book or hears a ser- 
men or even reads an article in the newspa- 
per that seems to have some sense in it,“ 
and he goes to her with it and wants her to 
share his enjoyment, 

Then she wants to know who the per- 
son is, anyhow, who says all this,” and she 
“wonders if they practice what they 
preach,” and if she is sure she can do her 
duty to her family and keep the stockings 
darned and the house in order and her chil- 
dren’s and husband’s comfort looked after 
it is about all she can do. 

“Only gods and beasts can live alone.“ 

The domestic woman’s husband is neither. 
He is a man. He cannot spend his entire 
time eating and sleeping and revolving 


around immaculate table and bed linen. 


Neither does a résumé of “household ex- 
penses“ and domestic exigencies gratify 
his love of art, his longing for intellectual 
stimulus, or his ever desperate need of a 
‘human sympathy perfectly indulged.” 


gether upon the sort of man he is, and this 
of course comes under the head of women’s 
husbands, 

When one looks at the thoroughly domes- 
tic woman and realizes how she must rise 
early and retire late and spend often sleep- 
less nights and laborious days to achieve 
what she does achieve in the way of cook- 
ing, nursing, looking after and caring for her 
family, one is glad that virtue is its own re- 
ward and not dependent upon the apprecia- 
eae of poor, weak humanity for its just de- 
serts. ä 

The ideal wife may be one of the dreams 
and fables that Emerson says are the 
friends we long for,“ but it may be useful to 
obey the command and think for awhile on 
“whatsoever things are lovely and of good 
report.” A man only can describe the ideal 
wife, since he only can speak from a man’s 
point of view. He says she has the bust 
of Clytie, with her beautiful low - brow, 
her sweet, wan gaze, and the ineffable for- 
ward shrug of her dear shoulders that 
makes her bosom a nest, a rest, a pillow, a 
refuge to be loved and desired forever by 
generation after generation of the sons of 
men.“ 

So she must appear, yet in order to be as 
lovely as she looks she must be also out 
of the common clever, simple, humorous, 
honest, brave, and kind, and accustomed to 
being genially welcomed” wherever she 
goes. 

Out of the common clever.“ By this he 
no doubt means able to speak without smil- 
ing or to talk without giggling. Having 
ideas of her own in regard to clothes so that 
she does not disfigure herself with a gown or 
coiffure or bonnet or hat merely because 
“everybody wears them.“ 

“Out of the common clever means also 
power to distinguish between what is “‘orig- 
inal’ and what is simply stupid or ill-natured 
or painfully grotesque and inartistic. A 
clever girl knows that it is more acceptable 
to men and beasts to do what is kind and 
appropriate than what is merely striking 
or supposed to be stylish.“ 

This out of the common clever is one 
of the small requirements the masculine 
mind insists upon in the ideal wife. 

“Simple” is the next requisite. This 
means not addicted to any kind of affecta- 
tions, nothing elaborate in the way of pose, 
language, or tone of voice—nothing striking 
in the way of dress or manner. Simple, just 
simple with the classic simplicity of a lily 
that neither flaunts nor flares a gaudy 
bloom or insistent perfume, but somehow 
forever rests the soul with its suggestion 
that it “ toils not, neither does it spin.“ 

‘‘ Humorous” fs the third requirement. 
This cannot mean an incessant struggle to 
turn all things human or divine into ridi- 
‘cule. It has no connection with that in- 
herent vulgarity of soul which reve 
nothing and imagines a giggie the highest 
manifestation of superior discernment. |The 
man who dema that the ideal woman 
must be huniorous meant that she 
quickly perceive what is ridiculous 
hence avoid it in her own 


character.
